carnival plans

Several neighbors and abutters to* 
the Swain School, where the Fourth 
of July carnival is expected to be set 
up this year due to renovations to 
the high school, brought their case 
to the Wilmington Board of Select: 
men Monday night, 

Though Rocco DePasquale said 
the proposed carnival site is a 
“convenience” for this year only, 
residents were adamant that the 
carnival be’ moved to another 
location, such as St. Thomas’ 
Church, to diffuse the thousands of 
residents expected during the 
week-long celebration. They also 
felt it's "not unreasonable" to ask 
for written plans and specifications 
on everything and have selectmen 
address such concerns as noise and 
the glare of lights expected from a 
carnival backed up to people's 
backyards. 

“There's not an abutter who 
wants to get rid of the carnival,” 
said Ken Palm, However, he added 
later, "It's (the celebration) getting 
so successful and so popular it's 
going to destroy itself. 

Ata prior meeting, selectmen 
approved the Fourth of July 
Committee's request for a location 
change for the carnival. Now the 
request for a special permit is in the 
hands of the board of appeals. If 
that board turns it down, said Jim 


Stewart, the selectmen’s vote is 
“null and void.” 

One complaint residents had was 
the fact that no consideration was 
given to the 22 neighbors abutting 
the property. As one resident said, 
Wilmington is the only town which 
locates a carnival in a residential 
area and "we don’t want to live with 
it for a week." 

Dan Ballou admitted selectmen 
may have fallen short of their 
obligation to abutters in not 
investigating the consequences of 
their approval, Stewart pointed out 
that the decision to locate at the 
‘Swain School is a "safety factor” as 
it would close Middlesex Avenue to 
traffic while the carnival is there. 

"L can appreciate the position 
you're in,” DePasquale told those 
present, "but it's either a situation 
where there'll be a carnival or no 
carnival.” 

In this he was backed up by Bob 
Cain, who stressed the Fourth of 
July Committee feels they're doing 
this for the community as a whole 
and it's up to the town to make 
some adjustments to satisfy 
neighbors. 

Members of the board of appeals, 
Fourth of July Committee, and any 
other interested parties will hold a 
joint meeting April 2 to try to iron 
out their differences and reach a 
satisfactory solution.

Emotions.run high at planning board hearing

A proposal to rezone 62 acres of 
the Chisholm mink farm from R60 
to R20 lots stirred up what 
promised to be an otherwise quiet 
public hearing Tuesday night as 
Wilmington Planning Board and 
audience members addressed seven 
articles on the annual town meeting 
warrant. 

Emotions ran high as arguments 
were raised both pro and con on the 
rezoning outlined in Article 28. 

Petitioner Lester Chisholm ex- 
plained he and two other family 
members are seeking to rezone the 
property to one-half acre lots, 
largely for financial reasons. 


“Like a lot of farmers in the 
country today, we're seeing the 
hard times and trying to do the best 
we can for our family,” said 
Chisholm, He pointed out “there's a 
cry for homes everywhere" and 
this rezoning would provide 50 
new homes, all of them located 
away from Hopkins Street and 
toward the Reed Street - Harold 
Avenue part of town. 

According to a site plan “roughed 
out" by his engineer, a portion of 
the 62 acres fronting Hopkins 
Street will remain undeveloped and 
be held in reserve for any 
Chisholms who wish to remain in 
the mink business, 
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The site plan shows-no con 
struction in wetlands along the 
western boundary or in the flood 
plain along the Shawsheen River. It 
does provide for a through road 
connecting Reed Street, which ends 
in acul-de-sac, to Third Avenue, a 
paper street leading directly into 
Dorchester Avenue and Hopkins 
Street. A waiver would be required 
from the Planning Board in order 
to build the through road. 

Approximately 20 neighbors and 
abutters were present to speak out 
against the article and the 
consequences of changing a parcel 
of land “already consistent” with 
nearby R60 zoning. 

“I's very likely the land will 
support R20 zoning,” said Dennis 
Volpe, who spoke not only as a 
concerned neighbor but also as an 
experienced engineer. Though he 
made it clear abutters "would 
welcome” R60 development, he 
pointed to septic problems in the 
area and wetlands which could lead 
to further drainage problems in the 
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neighborhood should the rezoning 
go through. 

Volpe added, though, that his 
main objection was to "the through 
traffic aspect” in opening up Reed 
Street to shortcut-type traffic. 

Helen Sears of Harold Avenue felt 
it was “one-sided” to place most of 
the development in her part of 
town 

"I value the peace and quiet (of 
the present neighborhood),” she 
said, pointing out that "Mr. 
Chisholm is very comfortably 
protecting the peace and quiet of his 
home.” She was backed up by her 
daughter Heidi Scencabaugh who 
said neighborhood teenagers are 
also concerned with exchanging 
their "nice quiet neighbéthood” for 
one with very heavy traffic posing 
a danger to young children. 

Fellow Harold Avenue resident 
Bob McNabb stressed that his 
neighbors were not atiempting "to 
block the breakup of that parcel” so 
much as hoping “to maintain a

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School committee 
ponders proposed 
additional renovations

Though the Wilmington School 
Committee has until April 23 to 
vote on additional renovation items 
for Wilmington High School in 
order to be eligible for SBAB 
reimbursement, it is uncertain, at 
this point, what committee mem: 
bers will do. 

At last Wednesday's committe 
meeting there was some heated 
discussion on priorities and 
promises made when the town first 
approved the $6.5 million bond. 

"We were promised, promised 
we wouldn't be asked for anymore 
(above the original figure),” stated 
Bridget Zukas when confronted 
with an additional $1.25 million 
figure 

Calling herself “a person with a 
conscience,” Zukas added that she 
felt selectmen should float their 
own bond since a number of items 
on the Permanent Building 
Committee's (PBC) list are tied into 
building maintenance and not 
education. 

PBC Chairman Bernie LaVita 
told Zukas that without the extra 
renovation items "you'll have 98 
percent of what you were promised 
on town floor.” He added that 


basically, we've given 
everything we said we would.” 

Both Superintendent Robert 
Horan and school committee 
Chairman Tony Accardi were 
uncertain what criteria was used to 
determine the 11 additional items. 
Horan felt the school committee 
might have different priorities on 
those items and members should go 
over the list carefully in the weeks 
ahead 

Accardi pointed out that when 
one deals with renovation and 
education, "It's like an open sky: we 
could go on forever 

If the school committee agrees to 
support the article, said Mitchell 
Spiris "the thing that scares me 
most is whose credibility is 
going to be questioned then.” He 
did suggest, however, that because 
he trusted the PBC and the article 
seems to have the support of all 
town boards, the school committee 
should "bite the bullet and get it 
done." 

In this Spiris was baked by 
Shirley Callan, who ‘earlier 
suggested going along with the 
figure and leaving the final decision 
up to the voters

How to convince 
voters of need 


for $1.25

Members of the Permanent 

Building Committee (PBC), school 

committee, board of selectmen, and 

the finance committee may go into 

April's town meeting as “one happy 
family;" however, they will still 
have to convince voters of the need 
for an additional $1.25 million for 
the high school renovation project 

How to go about convincing 
voters was the topic of conversation 
at a joint meeting with selectmen 
Monday night 

The list of 11 additional items, 
including some connected to 
building maintenance, should be 
looked on as “separate from the 
renovation,” said Selectman Bob 
Cain. 

Jim Stewart concurred. He said 
the $6.5 million approved by voters 
is enough to complete the project 
and get the school opened in 
September. The $1.25 million, he 
said, should be looked on as "frills" 
originally rejected, but now 
deemed necessary to avoid inter- 
ruptions in education in the next 
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million? 
five years. The money, he added, 
will give citizens “the type of high 
school the people want.” 

"From a financial point of view, 
this is the time to do it,” stressed 
PBC member Diane Allan, adding 
that if voters don’t agree to funding 
now when reimbursement is 
available, it will be a long time 
before Wilmington can expect 
anymore aid. 

Town Manager Buz: zynski, 
who admitted he “opened the issue 
up,” said the town does have other 
options, One option is to pay for the 
extras each year through the 
budget; however, the money would 
not be SBAB reimbursable. 

When Stewart asked whether 
including the additional items 
would affect the renovation time 
schedule, he was told that, except 
for work in the auditorium, there 
would be no problem. 

Members of the PBC and the 
school committee will meet April 9 
to again tackle the issue and come 
up with some firm numbers before 
the April 23 deadline.

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Neighbors of bridge 
approach selectmen

A group of residents concerned 
with preserving the "family flavor" 
of their neighborhood and 
affording their children a larger 
degree of safety from increased 
traffic sought Monday night to gain 
a sympathetic ear and some action 
from Wilmington's Board of 
Selectmen. 

Led by Rosemary Koran and 
Bruce Power, representatives from 
South Street, Lake Street, and 
Grove Avenue told selectmen they 
either wanted the Lake Street 
Bridge closed permanently or kept 
a one lane structure with walkways 
primarily for emergency and resi 
dent use, 

This reaction comes after a long 
struggle on the part of Rep. Jim 
Miceli to get state funds to replace 
that temporary Bailey bridge, 
which is considered dangerous by 
many who use it. It also comes as 
bids are set to go out on the 
construction of a new two lane 
Structure built to state 
specifications 
1) Many agreed with Rose Murray, 
who told selectmen in an emotional 
outburst, "No one cares about the 
Silver Lake area and I've had it.” 
They backed her up with tales of 
past traffic accidents involving 
neighborhood children and ensuing 
complaints made to officials which 
allegedly fell on deaf ears. They 
also voiced concern that a new 
wider bridge would open their 
neighborhood up to speedway type 
traffic and increased truck use, loss 
of privacy and lower property 
values, and use as a shortcut from 
Tewksbury to the Wilmington line. 

Koran distributed copies of a 
random survey made of 70 
households in the area. According 
to the survey, 82 percent opposed 
the new bridge, five percent wished 
to see plans modified, and 13 
percent favored the project. Many 
of those polled were not even aware 
of the project, said Koran, even 
though a public hearing was held 
over a year ago, Since shat time, the 
state changed the plans in response 
to objections raised at the hearing, 
causing some residents to lobby for 
another hearing on the new plans.

for April 7 at 7 p.m. It is their hope 
the state rep., as well as a state 
engineer will be present next 
Monday to answer the concerns 
brought up. 

Selectmen also had some thoughts 
and question’ of their own. 

Though Rocco DePasquale 
supported the argument that a wide 
bridge feeding into the narrow 
roads will create problems, he said 
residents will have to “resign” 
themselves to some kind of bridge 
Chairman Bob Doucette agreed, 
saying the bridge is there for a 
purpose and a "convenience" and is 
necessary for emergency use and 
use by local school children and 
buses. 

“The state has to be sensitive” to 
citizens’ and area needs, added 
DePasquale as he suggested 
residents agree on the type of 
bridge they'd like to see built. 

Jim Stewart asked if the town is 
“obligated” to put a bridge there. 
He also asked that next week they 
have the results of a traffic study to 
see who the bridge is accom- 
modating and to see, if the bridge 
were closed, if existing roads and 
intersections could handle the 
additional traffic.

There are presently 14 subdivisions under construction or 
consideration by the Wilmington Planning Board. There are 
also seyen articles on the town meeting warrant which seek to 
rezone land or amend the zoning by laws. One of those articles 
(Article 28), if passed, could pave the way for one of the 
largest developments built in town in recent years. 

It is true that voters in past town meetings have given the 
green light to single family dwellings rather than 
condominiums or apartments. It's equally true that, due to a 
housing shortage and the rising value of land, the time has 
been ripe and the demand. has been there for multiple 
developments in our town. 

However, there is something very wrong with bulldozing 
every available plot of land, in many cases ignoring wetlands, 
historic landmarks, and abutter's rights in the process. 

There is something very wrong with allowing developers an 
opportunity to circumvent zoning laws by always going 
through the Board of Appeals or seeking continual rezoning 
through special and annual town meetings. 

There is definitely something wrong with tapping a town's 
resources to the point of exhausjion and stretching town 
services to the limit simply to line owners ' and developers’ 
pockets 

In short, now may be the time to rethink priorities and stop 
the subdivision sprawl evident in every comer of our rapidly 
growing town. 

This seems to be the current thinking of many far sighted 
citizens as well as some of our more vocal town officials. 

At a recent board meeting, for example, several selectmen 
felt the time had come to. "redirect" the town. In the past, 
according to selectman Jim Stewart, there was a feeling that 
Wilmington should develop its land to its “highest potential.” 
Thus the pendulum swung back and forth between industrial 
and housing growth, 

What was missing, though, as Rocco DePasquale pointed out, 
was a full time planner -- someone to oversee that growth and 
call a halt when things got out of hand. 

"We've created a lot of our problems, unfortunately,” said 
Rocco. A lot of residents would agree. 

One neighborhood group - a coalition, really, of several 
groups - is seeking to slow down subdivision growth to allow 
Wilmington a chance to get back on the right track. 

The coalition is sponsoring Article 25 at the annual town

Last Monday evening, Wilmington's Cable TV Task. 
B} Force, which has put in a lot of long, hard hours over the last 
18 months, recommended renewal of the franchise with the 
Greater Boston Cable Corporation (GBCC). Under the new 
contract terms, the town receives some interesting items, 
including five percent of GBCC’s Wilmington revenues, and 
$160,000 for an access studio at the high school. 

The access studio for Wilmington will be a great feature 
In fact, it is something which is long overdue. The City of 
Woburn received monies for such a studio at their high 
school upon renewal of their contract with GBCC. 

The problem for Woburn is, the money was just enough 
for equipment, with nothing left over for-hiring technical 
assistance, And, the city had failed to require that GBCC 
provide the needed training on how to use the studio for any 
set period of time. As a result, the studio has been collecting 
a lot of dust, for a long time now. The question that should 
immediately come to everyone right now, is what about the 
five percent of revenues that will be coming our way , in 
accordance with the’ new contract terms? How will these 
funds be utilized, and will a portion go toward the non-profit 
corporation which will manage the new access studio? 

Hopefully, the Cable TV Task Force has insisted on a 
clause in the new agreement requiring part-time technical 
assistance from GBCC on setting up the Wilmington studio 
for its first year of operation. Secondly, an amount of the 
five percent in revenues must go to the studio for both 
maintenance and upgrading of equipment. 

Certainly there are a lot of people out there who are 
wondering how this new studio is going to effect them 
directly. The first, and most important effect, is as obvious 
as the nose on my face. "Jim Miceli on location, at "Michael's} 
pizza parlor." Instead of Rep. Miceli will have the use of a 
professional television studio, complete with backdrop, 
flowers, and suitable leather chairs. It will be just like 
watching "Sunday Morning Open House" with Frank 
Avruch. 

Yet another tidbit in our new cable contract, is a 
temporary GBCC business office in Wilmington. This will 
make the company more accessible to residents with 
complaints. The question is, does the town have a building 
large enough to accommodate such an operation? 

Frankly speaking, the one real gripe I hdve with Greater 
Boston Cable, along with the fact that the channel selection 
can't compare to other cable services, and that their 
telephone operators apparently do not realize that when the 
phone goes "ring-ring" you must pick it up in order to speak, 
is that they don't offer wireless remote control, For a cable 
company not to offer remote control is like Friendly’s not 
offering sugar cones. It just doesn't make sense. In fact, | am 
becoming somewhat tired of tripping over my control box 
extension cord at least twice weekly. I'm sure half the people 
in town can relate to this. My scientific estimate is that at 
least 40 percent of the twisted knees in Wilmington can be 
attributed to GBCC. They must have some sort of deal with 
the Regional Health Center. 

"Your Finest Entertainment Value Today!" This is the 
slogan adopted be Greater Boston Cable, which appears in 
big, bold blue letters on the side of my monthly cable TV 
statement. I wonder if our dear friends at GBCC would care 
to put that slogan to a vote here in Wilmington. Unless they 
retained Freddie Marcos as a consultant, I doubt that they 
"would carry a single precinct.

meeting to limit the number of homes which can be built in a 
development. Members would like nothing better than to have 
our town fathers call a halt to further growth to allow for the 
development of a new master plan. 

This is an idea with merit, one that deserves every thoughtful 
citizen's support. 

Look around and you will discover that the reasons why 
many residents chose to settle in Wilmington in the first place 
are fast disappearing. Things like picturesque back roads free 
of traffic snarls and rush hour congestion. Things like forest 
and open space where our children can roam free and be at one 
with nature. Things like a small town atmosphere, clean water 
and air, carefully preserved schools with limited classroom 
size, and sufficient town services 

When will we wake up? When will we realize that continued 
expansion is putting the cart before the horse?

New bridge needed 

Some residents of the Lake Street - South Street area have 
recently begun voicing objections to the building of a new 
railroad bridge on Lake Street. ; 

Some are new to the area and did not realize at the time 
they bought their homes that there was to be a new bridge. 
While this is lamentable, it is a matter between the buyer and 
the seller of the real estate. Caveat emptor still applies, and 
information on the bridge construction has been available 
for anyone diligent enough to research it : 

‘There are many reasons why the construction of the bridge 
is of great importance to the area. 

Until the mid 1970's, there was_an old wooden railroad 
bridge on Lake Street. On several occasions, it was set afire, 
and finally it was destroyed, State crews removed the 
remains of the burned out bridge. For a couple of years the 
bridge was closed, and the road dead-ended. 

Residents of the west end of Lake Street had a very 
difficult time. A gang of youths began using the dead-end 
street as a hang-out. Whenever a resident wanted to use the 
street, youths would stand in the road, blocking travel, When 
the police were called, they would simply cross the railroad 
tracks. The far side of the bridge became one of the farthest 
points én town from the fire station. The residents of the end 
of the street were, in a sense, cut off from public safety. 

Finally, Rep. Jim Miceli prevailed upon-the Mass, Dept. of 
Public Works to install a temporary bridge. While the Bailey 
bridge is less than perfect, it served the purpose of reopening 
the street as soon as possible. At the time the bridge was 
installed, Rep. Miceli promised to work toward having the 
State build a new bridge. 

The public sector is not noted for moving quickly, and it is 
now seven or eight years since the Bailey bridge was 
installed. Many people who endured the closing of the bridge 
are no longer living in the neighborhood. 

But finally, finally, the state is ready to build the new 
bridge. A public hearing was held more than a year ago, and 
plans were shown. 

Rep. Miceli has said he is very nervous about residents 
wanting to have plans changed at this time. He has said that 
Opposition to the bridge at this time could kill the whole 
project. As he put it, the state has too many places. wanting 
projects to have to go around forcing projects on towns that 
go against them. 

There can be arguments made that the bridge should be 
smaller, or that the road should be narrower. The state 
engineers, however, have certain standards from which they 
will not deviate. The bridge is a state project because 
railroad bridges are under state domain, but there also had to 

-befederal approval of the plans. 

In other words, the town of Wilmington at this time has a 
choice. Accept the bridge as planned, or it will be a long, 
long wait. 

For the majority of residents of Wilmington, and 
Tewksbury as well, life with the bridge is better than life 
without it. 

Certainly the traffic is annoying. But traffic is a fact of 
life, and the residents of that neighborhood have to drive 
through other people's neighborhoods to get to their homes 
and jobs. 

As much as some people would like, it simply is not 
practical to go cutting off streets and making dead-ends out 
of through ways. Besides, reducing the number of through 
roads would increase the traffic on the remaining roads. 

It becomes a matter of competing interests, and the 
majority should rule. It is in the interest of the majority to 
build the bridge.

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Wilmington schools in 
pilot accreditation program

Wilmington is one of five New 
England towns chosen to par- 
ticipate in a pilot accreditation 
program for its three elementary 
schools. 
While the N.E. Association for 
Schools and Colleges has conducted 
secondary school accreditations 
“for years," according to Assistant 
«¢ Superintendent Henry Dembowski, 

this is the first time a branch of the 
s, association will focus on the 
* elementary level. 

Dembowski, who will be very 
involved in the one and a half year 
accreditation process, says Wil- 
mington was chosen because of 
"forward looking” and "guts" on 
the part of Superintendent Robert 
Horan who volunteered to be a part 
of the program. If the program is 
successful, Wilmington will serve 
as an example for other towns who 
may wish elementary accreditation. 

The program will run from 


April, 1986 until June, 1987 and 
strive to improve school programs 
and delivery of services to Wil- 
mington students. 

The accreditation will be carried 
out in three phases. Phase one will 
be a self-evaluation on the part of 
faculty members and is expected to 
last a year. This phase will look at 
all areas of each school, including 
school philosophy, relationship to 
the community, library service, 
teacher credentials, maintenance, 
and administration. The self- 
evaluation will be carried out under 
the direction of one of three 
steering committees. 

Phase two is evaluation by a 
visitation team comprised of edu- 
cators from other communities. 
The visitation team will remain in 
Wilmington approximately four 
days to investigate the self-evalua- 
tion documents and make its own 
evaluation.

The Benjamin Buck house, 
Wildwood Street, Wilmington, has 
new owners. Dennis and Sharon 
Hanson moved in about two weeks 
ago, coming from Burlington 

He is a division convoller for 
Computervision, in Bedford. She is 
an Assistant District Auorney for 
Middlesex County. Her office is in 
Lowell. The latest case she 
prosecuted was against Arthur 
Davis, He was found guilty of the 
murder of a 23 year old woman on 
March 25 

The couple believes they are 
going to enjoy their life in 
Wilmington, They have a good 
home in which to do that very 
thing 

The home into which they have 
moved dates back to about 1671, 
and is Wilmington's oldest. In the 
summer of 1967 it was scheduled to 
be destroyed. The Board of 
Appeals had granted permission 

A series of stories about the 
house, by the person who is 
publisher of the Town Crier 
changed all that. Permission was 
revoked, the house remains, and 
over the years it has been renovated 
and restored. 

William and Roger Buck came 
from England in 1635 and settled in 
Cambridge. Roger became, in later 
years, the public executioner, In 
1668 he was ordered to inflict 20 

shes on an unfortunate culprit. It 
is not known whether or not the 
sentence was carried out. 

About 1671 the family moved to 
Woburn. Roger and Ephraim (born 
in Cambridge in 1646) were 
probably the men in the families 
who moved. If William was one, he 
would have been 86 years old 

Ephraim marriedJan. 1, 
Sarah Brooks of Woburn. 

The part of Woburn to which 
they moved was called Goshen, 
after the land in northeastern Egypt 
where dwelled the Israelites. They 
build a home on a hill which 
overlooks Maple Meadow Brook, 
and is half a mile from the Ipswich 
River. The hill, for hundreds if nor 
thousands of years had been home 
to Aboriginal Indians, all of whom 
had died about 60 years before the

Bucks came to the area. 

Below the hill were fields, still to 
be seen, in which the Indians 
cultivated squash and corn. On the 
hill, today, is the Wildwood School. 

The home they built still exists. It 
was long and narrow, facing to the 
south and housed two families. A 
chimney, in the middle was the 
dividing line. There was a fireplace 
downstairs in each part, being in 
the combination kitchen and living 
room. Upstairs, reached by 
ladders, were two bedrooms, one 
on each side of the chimney. 

There was an addition in 1745, to 
make the present home 
Traditionally there were later 
additions, to the north. If that was 
so those additions have been 
destroyed. 

Throughout the United States are 
many Buck families. Many of them 
are descended from these two 
families, Roger and Ephraim 

‘A Wilmington tradition says that 
Wilmington men from the Buck 
family served in every war in 
which the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay, or the United States took part, 
up until World War IL. 

The writer has been unable to 
find any proof of such service in 
King Phillip's War. 

In World War IIWilmington was 
represented by a Buck, but she was 
not a man. Mildred Buck served in 
the U.S. Army Air Force 

Among those born in the Buck 
house was Jonathan, who during the 
American Revolution was Colonel 
Jonathan Buck of Bucksport 
(Maine). In some histories Jonathan 
was said to have been born in 
Haverhill, but he was born in 
Woburn, that part of Woburn 
which was called Goshen. His 
father moved to Haverhill when he 
was a small boy. 

It was Jonathan who founded 
what is now Bucksport, and who 
built the first vessel in that port in 
1770. His gravestone is still to be 
seen in Bucksport. It has a 
discoloration which 8s said to 
resemble a witch's boot. As a result 
there are some stories. Some of 
them, from time to time, are 
published for edification and 
gratification of the public, 

The Colonel's family was only 
one of many who left Wilmington

to dwell elsewhere. In the very 
early days they went northerly, via 
what is now Woburn Street but 
which was in those days the 
Andover Road. 

In the US Civil War there were 
soldiers in blue and soldiers in 
gray, bearing the name of Buck. 
Southern regiments from South 
Carolina and Alabama had men 
named Buck, Northern regiments 
from Pennsylvania, Maine and 
Massachusetts also had men named 
Buck. All these men are said to 
have descended from Roger and 
Ephraim Buck. 

The old farmhouse on Buck's Hill 
was on about 140 acres. The Buck 
farm was on both sides of what is 
now Wildwood street, and both 
sides of what is now Woburn 
Street. What is now the Wolff 
home, on Woburn Street, was on 
Buck land. Both the Buck and the 
Eames family joined hands in the 


construction. Possibly the master * 


carpenter was Benjamin Harnden. 
‘That is not certain, 

Daniel Eames, son of Samuel, was 
born down near the Ipswich River. 
His first wife was a Buck, and the 
couple lived in the home across the 
street in 1723, after it was built. 
Lydia Eames, who possibly was an 
aunt to Daniel, was the mother of 
Jonathan Buck who became Colonel 
Buck of Bucksport 

There are two items about the old 
Buck farmhouse which are seldom 
seen by other than those who live 
there. One is the "hop chute.” The 
other is the secret hiding place for 
money. 

From about 1790 to about 1822 
many Wiln.ington farms cultivated 
hops. Wilmington hops, used for 
the making of beer, were believed 
to be the best in this part of the 
United States. Wilmington farmers 
in those years earned about $22 
million from the growing of hops. 

Many farmers dried their hops in 
“hop kilns.” They had to be dried 
before being shipped to market, via 
the Middlesex Canal. 

Nathan Buck and his wife 
Elizabeth Thompson occupied the 
farmhouse about this time, The 
Buck family, instead of using a hop 
kiln, dried hops up in the attic, 

After the hops were properly 
dried they were packed in large 
bags. A chute was constructed, 
from the attic to the ground floor, 
in which the hops were lowered, 
easily, 

The Benjamin Buck house is 
believed to be the only one in the 
United States which has a hop 
chute. It was probably built by 
Nathan, but possibly his sons had a 
hand. Both Benjamin and Jonathan 
were two of the sons, born in the 
late 1790s. 

The secret hiding place for 
money may also have been made by 
Nathan Buck. It most certainly was 
used by his son Benjamin. It was 
Benjamin who inherited the 
farmhouse, while Jonathan built the 
home next door, now the home of 
John and Shirley Caltan. 

No one outside the family knew 
of the secret hiding place for 
money. 

There were, in the Buck House, 
and in every early farmhouse, large 
hand hued beams of chestnut. Those 
beams were a part of the "main 
frame" which was planned and 
“raised” by such carpenters as 
Benjamin Hamden. 

It was probably Nathan, but 
possibly Benjamin who designed 
the box made of chestnut, and put 
up to look like a chestnut beam, in 
which to hide the Buck money, 
made from the sale of hops, Nathan 
lived until he was 86 years old, in 
1830. 

Benjamin Buck used that false 
beam for a lifetime, in which to 
hide money. He had a business of 
loaning money to the town of 
Wilmington, and, of course, getting 
interest as well as repayment. 
Benjamin would, as needed , loan a

In those days towns, and the state 
paid a bonus to men who enlisted in 
the Army. 

Nichols would call at the home of 
Benjamin, for a few hundred 
dollars loan. Benjamin would tell 
him to return in a few minutes, and 
would go to the secret hiding place, 
to get the money. Thus were the 
Wilmington soldiers rewarded, for 
enlisting in the U.S. Army. 

The secret hiding place was 
discovered about 18 years ago by 
the then owner, Frank Farrell. 
Frank was busy scraping paint 

“when the chestnut “beam” sort of 
collapsed, under the pressure of his 
hand. 

Nathan born in 1744, and his 
brother Ephraim had a part in the 
killing of the last bear in 
Wilmington, in August 1760. 

There were a number of men in 
the family who were named 
Ephraim. Nathan and Ephraim Jr., 
as he was later called discovered the 
bear, but it was their daddy 
Ephraim who killed it. The gun he 
used is still in Maine, with one of 
the Buck families. It was a "Queen 
Anne's Arm” (1706). 

The story is that Ephraim put two 
bullets in the gun, This led to a pun, 
by the Rev. Mr. Noyes of the 
Congregational Church in 1880 
that, although the bear was killed 
by two bullets, it was “by one Buck 
shot.” 

Bear Oak, where the bear was 
killed, was on the upstream side of 
Wildwood Street, about a dozen 
feet from the brook. The late

Herbert Barrows was present when 
it was cut down, and once showed 
the writer where the tree grew. 

Benjamin Buck, who inherited 
the old farmhouse in 1830 lived 
there until his death in 1885, and 
had no children. 

He not only loaned money to the 
town, and perhaps others, over the 
years. He also loaned money to the 
Congregational Church. 

One occasion was about 1855, the 
date is not certain. The church had 
decided a parsonage should be 
bought, for the use of the pastor. It 
bought a house built by the Bond 
family (bakers) at the corner of 
Wildwood Street and Middlesex 
Avenue, the same building that 
today is the church parsonage. 

The details are not certain, but it 
seems that after a while Benjamin 
forgave the debt. The parsonage 
became entirely the property of the 
church. 

Then, in 1876 there was a sudden 
tommado which blew off the church 
steeple. It was that event that 
suddenly made a lady named 
France Hiller (Mrs. Dr. Hiller) 


known to the people of 
Wilmington. 
France, whose husband, Dr. 


Henry Hitler was prosperous, had 
just built a nice home near 
Wilmington square. She now 
announced that she would pay for 
the erection of a new steeple, for 
the church. 

The new timbers were cut at 


he Benjamin Buck house, is between 
Wildwood Street and Woburn Street, and dates from about 1671. It was owned 
by the Buck family for 268 years. 


Clapp’s Mill, at the Burlington line. 
Members of the Carter family, and 
perhaps others teamed the timbers 
to the church and the steeple was 
erected, One can see names in that 
steeple, painted there over 100 
years ago. " 
Benjamin Buck went to his secret 
hideaway and loaned the church the 
$5,000. It was about the last of the 
money that had been earned selling 
hops. He took a mortgage on the 


parsonage as surety 

Then a few years later, he 
“forgave” the mortgage. It was the 
second time he had done so, or so it 
seems. 

Part of that last ownership of the 
parsonage, by Benjamin Buck, 
when he “forgave” the mortgage 
for the second time, was to insert a 
codicil that, if the Congregational 
Church ever ceases using the 
building as a parsonage, it will gain 
revert to the Buck family. 

When he died in 1885 there was 
no money for the heirs. 

His heir was J. Henry Buck 
(Jonathan), a nephew's son. J. 
Henry lived there all his life, dying, 
in 1939. He was not to be described 
as a prosperous man. 

After he died the farm sold. 
It was the first time that ever 
happened, although parts had been 
sold from time to time. 

A deed for the land had to be 
drawn up before it could be sold. It 
was the first time, for much of the 
land. It had been in the hands of one 
family for 268 years. 


Arrowheads provide clues to dates 
of Indian settlements on Buck's Hill 


Buck's Hill is the place where the 
Wildwood School stands, in 
Wilmington. For over 200 years it 
was a part of the Buck farm, and 
Property of such men as Benjamin 
Buck. 

It was about 1609 that the Indians 
of the Boston area died, possibly of 
small pox, but possibly of other 
diseases acquired from the white 
men who were exploring the coast 
of New England. That, it can be 
guessed, was the date of the last 
Indians on Buck's Hill. 

It was a good place for the 
Aboriginal red men. The hill was 
above some level plains where they 
could cultivate corn. The brooks 
and the river furnished a supply of 
fish, particularly alewives and 


salmon. And, living at a height 
above the water, there were fewer 
mosquitoes to bother the families 
while they were sleeping. 

For several hundred years Buck's 
Hill was a good place to search for 
arrowheads. Many a Wilmington 
youngster has been delighted to 
find one, in the family gardens 
around the area. The arrowhead’ 
and other artifacts are to be found 
when the ground is disturbed, as, 
for instance, after spring plowing. 

While the Wildwood School was 
being erected the writer searched 
the area nearly every evening. A 
collection was found which is in the 
Hamden Tavern. 

Some were of white quartz, 
small, and triangular. Each side of 
the triangle was less than 3/4 of an 


inch. 

Years later William A, Ritchie, 
archaeologist from New York 
State, made a study of artifacts in 
the southwestern corner of 
Martha's Vineyard (1969). He 
found a lot of those little 
arrowheads, near a body of water 
called Squibnocket Pond. 

More of those arrowheads are to 
be found in various parts of New 
England. They were not uncom- 
mon in this area. 

Ritchie dated those arrowheads as 
being made at about 2200 BC, plus 
or-minus 140 years. he labeled 
them "Squibnocket Points.” 

In other words, it is quite possible 
that Indians were living on what is 
now Buck's Hill before the 
Christian era began.

No taxes for the king 


Nathan Buck, who with his 
brother Ephraim discovered in 
August 1760 that a bear had been 
disturbing windrows of newly 
mown hay, had tater a small but 
prominent part in the early days of 
the Revolution, insofar as the town 
of Wilmington was concerned. 

In 1774 he was one of two 


persons elected to be" Constable of 
Wilmington. Part of the duties of a 
constable was to pay to the 
treasurer of the colony part of the 
tax money collected in a town. 

On December 20, 1774, it was his 
duty to pay that money to His 
Majesty's treasurer. Instead 
Constable Nathan Buck paid that 
money to the treasurer of Wilming- 


ton, Capt. Timothy Walker. 
Walker, captain of the Trained 
Band (Militia) was a member of a 
well known Wilmington family. 

The Rev. Daniel Noyes of 
Wilmington, commenting many 
years later (1880) said that "The 
king of England had received his 
last copper from Wilmington.”

Caleb Harriman at one time made 
a trip down the Ipswich River by 
canoe. So he told the writer back in 
post World War II days. Just when 
it was, or why is not known. It is 
quite probably that it was just an 
adventure, to a young man growing 
up in the area. 

Many persons have made the trip 

during the years. Tradition says 
that the Indians of the Merrimack 
River Valley used the Ipswich in 
the fall, to seek the warmer climes 
of the Atlantic coast as a place to 
spend the winter. 
It is true it occured before the 
white man arrived to confer the 
blessings of civilization upon those 
people.

Charlie Blaisdell (Charles V.), a 
Wilmington teamster and business 
man went down the Ipswich River 
on ice skates, sometime about the 
time of the Spanish American War. 
Charlie started at Lowell Street, on 
the Maple Meadow Brook, and 
went as far as Lynnfield. So he told 
the writer. 

Just to name two others, there 
were Jackie Bowen and Dickie 
Allard two Wilmington High 
School football stars about 25 years 
ago. 

The writer and Rene LaRivee 
made the trip by canoe in the early 
1950s. It wasn’t last adventure. it 
was a planned trip of exploration. 
There were six persons who were 


wondering if there was something 
that blocked the flow of water in 
the Hundred acre Meadow, the 
meadow that is to be found in 
Wilmington and Reading, and 
through which thé river flows. 

Minot Anderson, an engineer 
who later became building 
inspector of Wilmington was one of 
the six persons who planned the 
trip. He furnished the truck to pick 
up the canoe at the end of the 
voyage and return it to 
Wilmington. 

James Shine of Grove Avenue 
was a part of the group when the 
trip was planned. He did not 
participate, however, for some 
Treason or other.

Canoeing the Ipswich 


A river canoe trip offers a 
glimpse at wilderness surrounded 
by civilization. The Ipswich River 
passes through many large wetland 
areas, offering canoeists the 
opportunity to see wildlife and 
birds. 

‘The Ipswich River begins in Wil- 
mington, where Lubbers Brook 
joins Maple Meadow Brook, near 
Jenks Bridge on Woburn Sweet. 
Jenks Bridge is the farthest 
upstream point for good canoeing. 

Anyone planning to canoe the 
Ipswich should be aware of three 
dams on the river, requiring 
portaging. One is is South 
Middleton at the North Reading 
line. There is also the Willowdale 
Dam in Topsfield, just below the 
Bradley Palmer State Forest. The 
last dam is the Sylvania Dam, in 
Ipswich. 

Two groups will conduct or- 
ganized canoe trips on the Ipswich 
River this spring. The Ipswich is 
described as having some of the 
best flat water canoeing in the state, 
according to the Appalachian 
Mountain Club New England 
Canoeing Guide. The upstream 
areas, such as in Wilmington and 
North Reading, are sometimes 
blocked by trees. 

One series of five trips will cover 
the entire length of the river. 
Sponsored by the Ipswich River 
Watershed Association (IRWA), 
the canoe trips will be on Sundays, 
April 20, May 4, May 18, June 1 
and June 15. 

‘The first leg of the trip on April 
20 will begin at Jenks Bridge in 
Wilmington arid take out at Central 
Street in North Reading. 

On May 4, the trip will go from 
Central Street to a point below the 
Middleton dam. 

The May 18 leg will run from 
Maple Street, Middleton to Salem 
Street, Topsfield. 

On June 1, canoeists will put in at 
Salem Street, Topsfield and take 
out at Asbury Street, beyond the 
Wenham Swamp. 

‘The final segment of the trip on 
June 18 will go from Asbury 


Street, Topsfield to the Ipswich 
Town Landing. 

Although the IRWA does not 
have canoes of its own for rent, it 
can direct people to places where 
canoes can be rented, 

Anyone interested in taking part 
should contact the IRWA at 
887-9685 or Alan at 356-9446. 

The. IRWA has published a 
canoeing map of the Ipswich River, 
available for $2.50 ($3.50 for a 
more water- resistant version) 
from the IRWA, 562 Maple St., 
Hathorne, MA 01937.

Who the sixth person was is a 
forgotten item of history. Of 
course, don't forget Rene LaRivee. 
Rene was a test mechanic at General 
Electric in Lynn and was avery 
intense individual.

Rene and the writer paddled that 
canoe from Jenks Bridge (Woburn 
Street, Wilmington) to Route 28 in 
North Reading, and maybe half a 
mile more, to a point where there 
was a rocky reef in the river, and 
where the water level dropped 
possibly as much as six inches. 

There were no obstructions 
found, other than the reef. That was 
the end of the voyage.

Anderson picked up the canoe with 
his truck and everyone returned to 
Wilmington. 

But there is one more item, which 
can be mentioned. 

Somewhere along the six mile (or 
so) voyage Rene and the writer 
discovered a large log, floating in 
the river. It was a smooth log. The 
bark had been removed. 

Such a log, the two men decided, 
was too valuable to just let it lie in 
the river, They thought they were 
being logical. Because there was a 
length of mooring line in the canoe, 
they lassoed that log, in a manner of 
speaking, and towed it behind the 
canoe.

With the log and the canoe 
aboard, the party started back to 
Wilmington. 

The fate of the log was a part of 
the discussion during the return 
trip. What could be done about it? 
Who could use such a valuable 
piece of lumber.

"One of the shortest annual 
warrants we've ever had” will go 
before the voters at Wilmington's 
Annual Town Meeting slated for 
1:30 p.m. April 26 at the Shriners’ 
Auditorium, 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, this year's war- 
rant includes only 30 articles. 
Eleven articles seek appropriations 
of funds while seven seek to rezone 
land or amend the zoning bylaws 

Article 11, one of the more 
far-reaching articles, asks voters to 
agree to establish their own 
municipal electric plant and acquire 
facilities in Wilmington presently 
owned by the Reading Municipal 
Light Dept. (RMLD). 

In order to go into effect, the 
article requires two favorable 
ballot votes at two separate town 
meetings (not earlier than two 
months nor later than 13 months 
apart). The second vote, said 
Stapezynski, would lead to 
negotiation with RMLD over the 
value of the Wilmington plant. If

Article 25, submitted by a 
neighborhood coalition led by Al 
Cuoco and Alan Michel, asks that 
all residential land in parcels larger 
than 60,000 square feet be rezoned 
to R60. Though it is now in the 
amendment stages to spell out 
parcel boundaries and reword the 
language, proponents hope the 
article will slow down subdivision 
growth and allow for the 
development of a new master plan 
for the town. 

Article 28, submitted by the 
Chisholm family, seeks to rezone 
approximately 62 acres of their 
mink farm off Hopkins Sueet from 
the existing R60 to R20. This 
would change lot size from one and 
one-half acres to one-half acre and 
allow a large subdivision 

Article 26 hopes to amend 
principal use regulations of the

A Lowell man is serving a five to 
25 year term at Walpole prison, 
after a guilty plea last week to a 
series of crimes committed last 
Thanksgiving morning 

Anionio Pagan pled guilty in the 
Middlesex Superior Court after 
negotiating a plea bargain with the 
district attorney. The victims were 
three young people from 
Wilmington. 

Pagan was originally charged 
with rape, indecent assault and 
battery, breaking and entry in the 
night time, and three counts of 
kidnapping 

The sentence specifies that Pagan 
must serve at least five years before 
becoming eligible to apply for 
parole. 

With the good weather the annual 
resurgence of trail bikes will be 
starting soon.

The Wilmington Council for the 
Ans is sponsoring Articles 23 and 
24. Article 23 hopes voters will 
authorize the council's occupation 
of the old town hall building, 
subject to selectmen and town 
manager approval. Article 24 seeks 
to appropriate $4,500 to match 
funds from the State Lottery to 
establish a town arts center. 

In Article 20, retired Chief of 
Police Paul Lynch seeks $21,250 
severance pay. Lynch had pre- 
viously sought to have the town pay 
his pension directly, which would 
have allowed him to withdraw a 
lump sum from the county 
retirement system 

Money articles cover many areas 
including equipment for the 
Wilmington schools (Article 7); 
high school renovation additions 
for the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee (Article 12); a new roof and 
equipment for the Shawsheen Tech 
(Article 13); a feasibility study of 
Silver Lake (Article 14); the 
purchase of 9.6 acres of railroad 
land off Salem Street (Article 15); 
and the purchase of materials to 
expand the Fourth of July Building 
(Article 16),

Home sharing, a means of 
helping elder citizens keep their

idea in Massachusetts 

And it started in Woburn, with

True to his 
group’s itinerary'’s claim of 
enjoying ‘...one of the most 
spectacular color displays in 
the Andes...,"" Mike Arsenault 
of Reading said, “‘Watching the 
sun rise at 18,400 was certainly 
a treat and a half.” A long, 
arduous two hours later he 
joined two others of his group on 
the top of the world’s highest, 
active volcano. 

“The extra added surprise 


there on Cotopaxi,"’ he said, an 
inflection of controlled ex- 
citement in his voice, ‘‘is that it 
is the world’s highest, active 
volcano and you're looking right 
down the throat of a volcano, 
right down, straight down.” 

Mt. Cotopaxi, situated in 
north central Ecuador, just 50 
miles south of the equator, rises 
gradually and steeply in some 
areas with classic, conical, 
volcano structure, to a height of 
19,342 feet. Slight wisps of 
steam constantly issue from the 
crater, which measures 2,625 
feet across and 985 feet deep. 
Sulphorous gases are also 
emitted from this behemoth and 
leave the inner walls of the 
crater tinted yellow. 

Mt. Cotopaxi was one of the 
four mountains, all of volcanic 
origin, that Mike Arsenault and 
Bill Appleton, also of Reading, 
attempted to ascend. Cotopaxi, 
along with the other three, Mt.

ON YOUR FEET 


Ingrown Toenails 


Ingrown toenails are one of 
the most common complaints 
that cause people to seek the 
attention of a Podiatrist. This 
disorder is usually caused by 
‘an inherited abnormal cur- 
vature along the sides of the 
toenail ; thickening of the nails 
as seen with a fungal toenail 
Infection; and is aggravated 
by shoe gear. Rarely it may be 
caused by a bone spur 
pressing on the underside of 
the nail. 


Following a thorough 
examination we will discuss 
our findings and treatment 
modalities. Correction is 
usually almed at removal of 
the offending portion of the

Salvador — Starring James 
Woods, James Belushi, John 
Savage, Michael Murphy, 
Elepedia Carrillo. Directed by 
Oliver Stone. Produced by Stone 
and Gerald Green.

Most movies play it safe. 
Names and places are usually 
changed to protect the innocent, 
or the guilty, as the case may 
be. Not so with Salvador, as the 
filmmakers have taken the ugly 
facts and presented them as 
such, hitting political paydirt in 
the process. 

Peter Boyle, a womanizing, 
hard-drinking photojournalist 
headed back to El Salvador in 
1980, where he planned on 
making a buck or two taking 
combat shots and generally 
surviving on the fringes of 
established journalism. Boyle 
had a young girlfriend in the 
country, the beaches were 
beautiful and the tequila cheap 
and plentiful. But in that 
volatile year, bullets were 
cheap and the death squads 
were also plentiful. The Sal- 
vadorians were, and still are, 
massacring each other each 
other, often with the help of U.S. 
weaponry, 

The facts are based on 
Boyle’s memoirs, news clip- 
pings and subsequent reports 
from Amnesty International, 
American's Watch Committee 
and the American Civil 
Liberties Union. The movie 
attempts to explain the muddle 
that is South American politics 
without sparing the emotional 
and human aspect. In truth, one 
feels wrung out and limp from 
the extremeties of the situation, 
the complete lack for human 
rights that both the Contras and 
the Sandinistas display. 

While decidely left-wing in 
flavor, writer Boyle and 
director/writer Oliver Stone do 
not mask the facts in favor of 
their opinions. Neither do they 
mask the fact that this is a 
movie, as the acting is as 
superb as the horrifying visual 
images — the blood and

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Time to share homes 
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and Minuteman Home Care

No one needs to be told of the 
sky-rocketing cost of virtually 
any form of housing in eastern 
Massachusetts. Few, moreover, 
are unaware that senior citizens 
may neéd help to keep the 
homes they've lived in for 
years. 

But the help required need not 
be monumental. It may be 
financial, as rent, an assist in 
household chores — or merely 
the companionship to ease the 
killing effects of loneliness. 

Homesharing programs are 
not abundant in eastern Massa- 
chusetts, though they are 
springing up all over the nation, 
according to Laura Malakoff, 
homesharing coordinator for 
the Woburn Council of Social 
Concern. 

The Woburn Council (WCSC) 
is a vibrant, non-profit social 
agency begun in 1969 to improve 
the conditions of Woburn's 
Hispanic community. It has 
grown in the past 17 years to a 
broad umbrella agency which 
provides a wide range of ser- 
vices enhancing the quality of 
life of children, youth, parents 
and elders., both within and 
well beyond the entire Woburn 
community. 

Among these services, the 
home-sharing program is one of 
only four in the greater Boston 
area and perhaps only five in 
the state, according to 
Malakoff, a PhD. candidate who 
performs the crucial role of 
coordinating successful mat- 
ches between home-sharers and 
home-seekers. 

“The variety of people who 
walk through the door is 
amazing," she said, explaining 
that her job requires both 
delicacy and tact, with the 
compatibility of a match 
hinging on items seemingly as 
small as a person's hobby, 
smoking, or pet preference. 

The matches cannot be in- 
stant, and not all are long-lived, 
Malakoff said, nor is home- 
sharing for everyone. 

“I get applicants who are 
being evicted and in need of 
quick housing,” she said, ‘‘but 
this is not really appropriate for 
an emergency situation. It 
takes time, and careful assess- 
ment. Home sharing is one 
option — and I often refer 
people to other available ser- 
vices and agencies."’ 

Malakoff's field of expertise 

her doctoral work in fact — 
centers on housing for elder 
persons, and how innovative 
programs get started. With the 
Woburn home-sharing, she is 
clearly both applying her 


knowledge and experience and 
deriving further expertise in 
vone of the innovative elder- 
housing programs in existence 
today. 


Malakoff explained that once 
she gets a call from a home- 
owner, she pays a visit to look at 
the house, and when she finds a 
home-seeker, and a match 
seems indicated, an intro- 
ductory meeting takes place. 

“I tell them to think about it 
carefully for a while, and 
usually Suggest a week's trial of 
the arrangement.” Only then, if 
it seems to work out, does she 
suggest the parties make a 
commitment. 


There are many different 
needs to be correlated, 
Malakoff said, in terms of 
location, and type of housing. 
“Some matches last a long 
time, some don't. It may be a 
long-term solution, or only for a 
short-term basis; the home- 
sharer may find he or she needs 
more help than can be provided 
by a home-seeker, or the home- 
seeker may need a home for 
just a few months.” 

‘The need may also be as 
simple as companionship, 
Malakoff added. ‘I meet a lot of 
people who spend their whole 
lives in their houses — but they 
would like to have someone 
come in in the evenings so they 
won't be by themselves."” 

The primary areas which 
Malakoff serves include 
Burlington, Wilmington, 
Winchester, Woburn, Arlington 
and Lexington, because most of 
her calls come from these 
communities, but she said she 
goes further for both home- 
sharer and home-seekers. 

The benefits of home-sharing 
may transcend the intergenera- 
tional, Malakoff said. a 90-year- 
old woman in Winchester, for 
example, currently provides 
housing for a couple from 
mainland China who are doc- 
toral candidates at nearby 
universities. In exchange for 
room and board, the students 
bring in the firewood and bring 
home the bacon, the woman's 
grocery shopping. They also 
prepare her lunch and cook 
dinner. 

Another intercultural match 
involves Edwin Cancel, director 
of Hispanic Services at WCSC, 
who found a home-sharer in 
Concord. “The concept is a 
wonderful idea,” Cancel said, 
“providing _intergenerational 
exchange. But in my case, it 
involves two different ethnic 
groups as well — so it makes it 
even more interesting. We can 
offer each other different 
perspectives, both ethnically 
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and ically — and we've 
been able to develop a relation- 
ship that is far more than one of 


year-olds usually involves the 
elder person's home with the 
person coming in. It 
could, conceivably, be the 
trees, Malakoff said, though 
the younger age groups are less 
likely to need the help that the 
elders require. 

But the match may also be 
between elder contemporaries, 
she said. 

Malateoff cautioned that 
home-sharing is not something 
to be entered into lightly. It may 
not work out, she said, “‘because 
some people really like their 
privacy, and some need a little 
more care than home-sharing 
can provide. This is not in-

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Exposing the myths about child abuse

5-part series) 


April has been designated 
“Child Abuse Prevention 
Month” in a statewide procla- 
mation signed by Gov. Michael 
S. Dukakis. The Child Abuse 
Committee of the Eastern 
Middlesex Council for Children, 
in deference*to this important 
announcement, has written a 
series of five articles which will 
appear in Middlesex East over 
the next five consecutive weeks.

Many believe that child abuse 
is a relatively rare event.

of the problem is frequently 
minimized due to several myths 
about it. It seems important to 
separate the facts from the 


myths. 

What is child abuse? It is a 
pattern of behavior by parents 
or caregivers which, either 
through assaults (overtly) or

deprovation (covertly), are 
detrimental to the healthy 
physical and emotional growth 
of a child. In Massachusetts 
alone, in the past 12 months, 
about 40,000 reports were filed 
to investigate alleged physical 
abuse of children by their 
caregivers. Such figures clearly 
attest to the widespread nature 
of child abuse. 

It is also commonly believed 
that child abuse, if it occurs, is a 
problem limited to the lower 
classes of society. However, 
every study conducted to in- 
vestigate this problem has 
demonstrated that all forms of 
child abuse occur throughout all 
strata of society. In the towns of 
Reading, North Reading, Mel- 
rose, Wakefield and Stoneham, 
from October 1985 to April 1986, 
65 reports were filed concerning 
the physical abuse of children 
and 38 reports were filed con- 
cerning sexual abuse, 45 per- 
cent of which were substanti- 
ated. 

A third myth is that it is ob- 
vious who would do something 
like this. Very simply, your 
average, regular parent would 
never abuse his or her own 
child. This is not, however, the 
case. It is well-documented 
that, on the surface, it is very 
difficult to differentiate adults 
who abuse their children and 
those who do not. Frequently, 
adults who physically and/or 
sexually abuse their children 
are well-respected in the 
community, work successfully, 
are charming and well-liked, 
and may be active in com- 
munity affairs. 

Thus, child abuse is a com- 
mon phenomenon, occurring in 
all classes of society, and it is 
perpetuated by typically law- 
abiding, well-respected citi- 
zens. It is a very real problem 
and there are extremely serious 
ramifications for the victims, 
including fearfulness, anxiety, 
depression and mistrust of 
others — difficulties which can 
be carried into adulthood lead- 
ing to unsatisfying and unfulfill- 
ing lives. And let us not fail to 
mention the possible bruises, 
welts and broken bones.

eradicate — or at a minimum, 
lessen — the amount of child 
abuse in our society have 
begun.

He turned to Mike, a grin 
seeping across his bearded 
face 

Mike smiled at his clowning 
tormentor and claimed, “I've 
been babysitting this guy 

Bill interrupted and yelled, 
“It felt like a million years with 
this idiot tagging along on my 
shirttails. You know what it's 
like leading the blind through 
the forest” " Smiles.

Mike, the straightman of this 
high-altitude travelling duo and 
the one with the contact lenses,

weather and in winter. I put 
down 12 years of four season 
backpacking and this will be our 
10th winter climbing together.”” 

The two shaggy-haired, 
bearded hikers have climbed 
extensively throughout the 
White Mountains of New 
Hampshire, while Mike is a 
member of the New Hampshire 
Applachachian Mountain Club's 
4000 Footer Club after suc- 
cessfully climbing the 47 peaks 
on its list. They've packed 45 
miles through the Sierras of 
central California and were 
halted in their progress to attain 
Mt. Whitney's 14,494-foot peak 
due to a snowstorm. Bill finally 
did reach Whitney's summit 
(continental America’s highest 
point) a couple of years ago 
along with one of his brothers 
and said with seasoned non- 
chalance, “There's nothing 
really hard about it.” At the 
same time he amended, “You 
could tell you were at 14,000." 
They've hiked their 5% foot 
sturdy frames for 14 days 
straight, a 75-mile trek, through 
the Bitterroot Mountains, a 
natural boundary between 
Montana and Idaho. In Utah 
they've climbed among the 
Uintas, the only east to west 
mountain range in North 
America other than the Brooks

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Range in Alaska. They've been 
twice in the Swiss Alps; once in 
the Austrian Alps, along the 
perimeter of Innsbruck. Since 
1975, they've made an annual 
excursion for a couple of weeks 
to Baxter State Park in Maine 
during the last two weeks before 
the park closes after the 
Columbus Day weekend. Their 
trip to Ecuador, however, found 
them preparing far in advance 
than they have for any of their 
previous trips. 

Besides having to be in good 
physical condition they needed 
the proper motivation. 

“It’s the only thing that kept 
you going at work. For 70 hours 
a week, you know” " Bill stated 
matter of factly. “If I didn’t 
make it I didn't make it. I went 
there for the experience." 

Bill bicycles, lifts weights and 
eats nutritiously and watches 
his weight closely while Mike 
says, “When you do things like 
spend an entire weekend 
splitting wood you realize 
beforehand — that's okay — it’s 
not just getting this place 
heated up, it’s getting me in that 
much better shape for the trip. 
So it's little things like that.yeu 
don’t mind doing

tally get up, get ready for it the 
most, is when you have to get 
your immunizations. ‘Cause 
then you know that — okay — 
that it is definitely step one for 
this trip, even though it has 
already been paid for and has 
been accepted by the guides.” 

In addition to being im- 
munized from yellow fever, 
typhoid, polio and having to get 
a tetanus shot and being told to 
consider buying malaria pills, 
they had to do other mundane 
things like WORK and SAVE 
MONEY. Each having to spend 
over $2,700 for the entire trip 
required many sacrifices. 
Knowing at least eight months 
ahead of time that they would 
need $1,060 for AAI, and $700 for 
airfare, they also needed to 
spend approximately $1,000 
apiece to upgrade their already 
sophisticated ensemble of 
equipment. They spent $200 for 
new pairs of boots for each and 
$300 each for one of the most 
versatile mountaineering packs 
on the market. Other assorted 
bits and pieces of equipment 
totalling another $500 or so was 
needed in order for them to be 
completely ready for their trip 
to what was truly, for them, a 
foreign environment. 
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‘There aren't two people who 
are alike and thats what makes 
this a wonderful world to live in.

— the vertible life of any party.

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Neighbors protest 
carnival plans

Several neighbors and abutters to* 
the Swain School, where the Fourth 
of July carnival is expected to be set 
up this year due to renovations to 
the high school, brought their case 
to the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men Monday night 

Though Rocco DePasquale said 
the proposed carnival site is a 
“convenience” for this year only, 
residents were adamant that the 
carnival be moved to another 
location, such as St, Thomas 
Church, to diffuse the thousands of 
residents expected during the 
week-long celebration, They also 
felt it's "not unreasonable” to ask 
for written plans and specifications 
on everything and have selectmen 
address such concerns as noise and 
the glare of lights expected from a 
carnival backed up to people's 
backyards. 

“There's not an abutter who 
wants to get rid of the carnival,” 
said Ken Palm. However, he added 
later, “It’s (the celebration) getting 
So successful and so popular it's 
going to destroy itself. 

At a prior meeting, selectmen 
approved the Fourth of July 
Committee's request for a location 
change for the carnival, Now the 
request for a special permit is in the 
hands of the board of appeals. If 
that board turns it down, said Jim

Stewart, the selectmen’s vote is 
“null and void.” 

One complaint residents had was 
the fact that no consideration was 
given to the 22 neighbors abutting 
the property. As one resident said, 
Wilmington is the only town which 
locates a carnival in a residential 
area and "wi don't ‘t want to live with 
it for a weel 

Dan Ballou admitted selectmen 
may have fallen short of their 
obligation to abutters in not 
investigating the consequences of 
their approval. Stewart pointed out 
that the decision to locate at the 
Swain School is a "safety factor" as 
it would close Middlesex Avenue to 
traffic while the carnival is there. 

"I can appreciate the position 
you're in,” DePasquale told those 
present, "but it's either a situation 
where there'll be a carnival or no 
carnival.” 

In this he was backed up by Bob 
Cain, who stressed the Fourth of 
July Committee feels they're doing 
this for the community as a whole 
and it’s up to the town to make 
some adjustments to satisfy 
neighbors. 

Members of the board of appeals, 
Fourth of July Committee, and any 
other interested parties will hold a 
joint meeting April 2 to try to iron 
out their differences and reach a 
satisfactory solution.

Emotions.run high at planning board hearing

A proposal to rezone 62 acres of 
the Chisholm mink farm from R60 
to R20 lots stirred up what 
promised to be an otherwise quiet 
public hearing Tuesday night as 
Wilmington Planning Board and 
audience members addressed seven 
articles on the annual town meeting 
warrant. 

Emotions ran high as arguments 
were raised both pro and con on the 
rezoning outlined in Article 28. 

Petitioner Lester Chisholm ex- 
plained he and two other family 
members are seeking to rezone the 
property to one-half acre lots, 
largely for financial reasons. 


"Like a lot of farmers in the 
country today, we're seeing the 
hard times and trying to do the best 
we can for our famil; said 
Chisholm. He pointed out "there's a 
cry for homes everywhere” and 
this rezoning would provide 50 
new homes, all of them located 
away from Hopkins Street and 
toward the Reed Street - Harold 
Avenue part of town. 

According to a site plan "roughed 
out" by his engineer, a portion of 
the 62 acres fronting Hopkins 
Street will remain undeveloped and 
be held in reserve for any 
Chisholms who wish to remain in 
the mink business.

neighborhood should the rezoning 
go through. 

Volpe added, though, that his 
main objection was to “the through 
traffic aspect” in opening up Reed 
Street to shortcut-type traffic 

Helen Sears of Harold Avenue felt 
it was “one-sided” to place most of 
the development in her part of 
town. 

"I value the peace and quiet (of 
the present neighborhood),” she 
said, pointing out that “Mr.

Though the Wilmington School 
Committee has until April 23 to 
vote on additional renovation items 
for Wilmington High School in 
order to be eligible for SBAB 
reimbursement, it is uncertain, at 
this point, what committee mem- 
bers will do. 

At last Wednesday's committe 
meeting there was some heated 
discussion on priorities and 
promises made when the town first 
approved the $6.5 million bond. 

"We were promised, promised 
we wouldn't be asked for anymore 
(above the original figure," stated 
Bridget Zukas when confronted 
with an additional $1.25 million 
figure. 

Calling herself "a person with a 
conscience,” Zukas added that she 
felt selectmen should float their 
own bond since a number of items 
on the Permanent Building 
Committee's (PBC) list are tied into 
building maintenance and not 
education 

PBC Chairman Bernie LaVita 
told Zukas that without the extra 
renovation items "you'll have 98 
percent of what you were promised 
on town floor.” He added that 


basically, given 
everything we said we would. 

Both Superintendent Robert 
Horan and school committee 
Chairman Tony Accardi were 
uncertain what criteria was used to 
determine the 11 additional items 
Horan felt the school committee 
might have different priorities on 
those items and members should go 
over the list carefully in the weeks 
ahead 

Accardi pointed out that when 
one deals with renovation and 
education, “It's like an open sky: we 
could go on forever 

If the school committee agrees to 
support the article, said Mitchell 
Spiris "the thing that scares me 
most is whose credibility is 
going to be questioned then.”

How to convince 
voters of need 


for $1.25

Members of the Permanent 
Building Committee (PBC), school 
committee, board of selectmen, and 
the finance committee may go into 
April's town meeting as "one happy 
family;" however, they will stil 
have to convince voters of the need 
for an additional $1.25 million for 
the high school renovation project. 

How to go about convincing 
voters was the topic of conversation 
at a joint meeting with selectmen 
Monday night. 

The list of 11 additional items, 
including some connected to 
building maintenance, should be 
looked on as “separate from the 
renovation,” said Selectman Bob 
Cain. 

Jim Stewart concurred, He said 
the $6.5 million approved by voters 
is enough to complete the project 
and get the school opened in 
September. The $1.25 million, he 
said, should be looked on as "frills" 
originally rejected, but now 
deemed necessary to avoid inter- 
ruptions in education in the next 
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million? 
five years. The money, he added, 
will give citizens "the type of high 
school the people want.” 

"From a financial point of view, 
this is the time to do it,” stressed 
PBC member Diane Allan, adding 
that if voters don't agree to funding 
now when reimbursement is 
available, it will be a long time 
before Wilmington can expect 
anymore aid. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
who admitted he “opened the issue 
up,” said the town does have other 
options. One option is to pay for the 
extras each year through the 
budget; however, the money would 
not be SBAB reimbursable 

When Stewart asked whether 
including the additional items 
would affect the renovation time 
schedule, he was told that, except 
for work in the auditorium, there 
would be no problem. 

Members of the PBC and the 
school committee will meet April 9 
to again tackle the issue and come 
up with some firm numbers before 
the April 23 deadline,

Neighbors of bridge 
approach selectmen 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A group of residents concerned 
with preserving the "family flavor" 
of their neighborhood and 
affording their children a larger 
degree of safety from increased 
traffic sought Monday night to gain 
a sympathetic ear and some action 
from Wilmington's Board of 
Selectmen. 

Led by Rosemary Koran and 
Bruce Power, representatives from 
South Street, Lake Street, and 
Grove Avenue told selectmen they 
either wanted the Lake Street 
Bridge closed permanently or kept 
@ one lane structure with walkways 
primarily for emergency and resi 
dent use. 

This reaction comes after a long 
struggle on the part of Rep. Jim 
Miceli to get state funds to replace 
that temporary Bailey bridge, 
which is considered dangerous by 
many who use it. It also comes as 
bids are set to go out on the 
construction of a new two lane 
Structure built to state 
specifications 
1 Many agreed with Rose Murray, 
who told selectmen in an emotional 
outburst, "No one cares about the 
Silver Lake area and I've had it.” 
They backed her up with tales of 
past traffic accidents involving 
neighborhood children and ensuing 
complaints made to officials which 
allegedly fell on deaf ears. They 
also voiced concern that a new 
wider bridge would open their 
neighborhood up to speedway type 
traffic and increased truck use, loss 
of privacy and lower property 
values, and use as a shortcut from 
Tewksbury to the Wilmington line. 

Koran distributed copies of a 
tandom survey made of 70 
households in the area. According 
to the survey, 82 percent opposed 
the new bridge, five percent wished 
to see plans modified, and 13 
percent favored the project. Many 
of those polled were not even aware 
of the project, said Koran, even 
though a public hearing was held 
over a year ago. Since that time, the 
state changed the plans in response 
to objections raised at the hearing, 
causing some residents to lobby for 
another hearing on the new plans, 


Selectmen seemed receptive to the 
neighbors’ concerns and set up 
their own public hearing tentatively 
for April 7 at 7 p.m. It is their hope 
the state rep., as well as a state 
engineer will be present next 
Monday to answer the concerns 
brought up. 

Selectmen also had some thoughts 
and questions of their own 

Though Rocco DePasquale 
supported the argument that a wide 
bridge feeding into the narrow 
roads will create problems, he said 
residents will have to “resign” 
themselves to some kind of bridge 
Chairman Bob Doucette agreed, 
saying the bridge is there for a 
purpose and a "convenience" and is 
necessary for emergency use and 
use by local school children and 
buses. 

"The state has to be sensitive” to 
citizens’ and area needs, added 
DePasquale as he suggested 
residents agree on the type of 
bridge they'd like to see built. 

Jim Stewart asked if the town is 
“obligated” to put a bridge there. 
He also asked that next week they 
have the results of a traffic study to 
see who the bridge is accom- 
modating and to see, if the bridge 
were closed, if existing roads and 
intersections could handle the 
additional traffic.

There are presently 14 subdivisions under construction or 
consideration by the Wilmington Planning Board. There are 
also seven articles on the town meeting warrant which seek to 
rezone land or amend the zoning by laws. One of those articles 
(Article 28), if passed, could pave the way for one of the 
largest developments built in town in recent years. 

It is true that voters in past town meetings have given the 
green light to single family dwellings rather than 
condominiums or apartments, It's equally true that, due to a 
housing shortage and the rising value of land, the time has 
been ripe, and the demand has been there for multiple 
developments in our town. 

However, there is something very wrong with bulldozing 
every available plot of land, in many cases ignoring wetlands, 
historic landmarks, and abutter's rights in the process. 

There is something very wrong with allowing developers an 
opportunity to circumvent zoning laws by always going 
through the Board of Appeals or seeking continual rezoning 
through special and annual town meetings. 

There is definitely something wrong with tapping a town's 
resources to the point of exhaustion and stretching town 
services to the limit simply to line owners ‘ and developers’ 
pockets 

In short, now may be the time to rethink priorities and stop 
the subdivision sprawl evident in every corner of our rapidly 
growing town. 

This seems to be the current thinking of many far sighted 
citizens as well as some of our more vocal town officials. 

Ata recent board meeting, for example, several selectmen 
felt the time had come to "redirect" the town. In the past, 
according to selectman Jim Stewart, there was a feeling that 
Wilmington should develop its land to its “highest potential.” 
Thus the pendulum swung back and forth between industrial 
and housing growth. 

What was missing, though, as Rocco DePasquale pointed out, 
was a full time planner -- someone to oversee that growth and 
call a halt when things got out of hand. 

"We've created a lot of our problems, unfortunately," said 
Rocco. A lot of residents would agree. 

One neighborhood group - a coalition, really, of several 
groups - is seeking to slow down subdivision growth to allow 
Wilmington a chance to get back on the right track. 

The coalition is sponsoring Article 25 at the annual town

Last Monday evening, Wilmington's Cable TV Task 
Force, which has put in a lot of long, hard hours over the last 
18 months, recommended renewal of the franchise with the 
Greater Boston Cable Corporation (GBCC). Under the new ff 
contract terms, the town receives some interesting items, 
including five percent of GBCC's Wilmington revenues, and ff 
$160,000 for an access studio at the high school 

The access studio for Wilmington will be a great feature. 
In fact, it is something which is long overdue. The City of 
Woburn received monies for such a studio at their high 
school upon renewal of their contract with GBCC, 

The problem for Woburn is, the money was just enough 
for equipment, with nothing left over for hiring technical 
assistance. And, the city had failed to require that GBCC 
provide the needed training on how to use the studio for any 
set period of time. As a result, the studio has been collecting 

f) a lot of dust, for a long time now. The question that should 
immediately come to everyone right now, is what about the 
five percent of revenues that will be coming our way , in 
accordance with the new contract terms? How will these 
funds be utilized, and will a portion go toward the non-profit 
corporation which will manage the new access studio? 

Hopefully, the Cable TV Task Force has insisted on a 
clause in the new agreement requiring part-time technical 
assistance from GBCC on setting up the Wilmington studio 
for its first year of operation. Secondly, an amount of the 
five percent in revenues must go to the studio for both 
maintenance and upgrading of equipment. 

Certainly there are a lot of people out there who are 
wondering how this new studio is going to effect them 
directly. The first, and most important effect, is as obvious 
as the nose on my face. "Jim Miceli on location, at " Michael's} 
pizza parlor." Instead of Rep. Miceli will have the use of a 
professional television studio, complete with backdrop, 
flowers, and suitable leather chairs. It will be just like 
watching "Sunday Morning Open House" with Frank 
Avruch, 

Yet another tidbit in our new cable contract, is a 
temporary GBCC business office in Wilmington. This will 
make the company more accessible to residents with 
complaints. The question is, does the town have a building 
large enough to accommodate such an operation? 

Frankly speaking, the one real gripe I have with Greater 
Boston Cable, along with the fact that the channel selection 
can't compare to other cable services, and that their 
telephone operators apparently do not realize that when the 
phone goes "ring-ring" you must pick it up in order to speak, 
is that they don't offer wireless remote control. For a cable 
company not to offer remote control is like Friendly's not 
offering sugar cones. It just doesn't sense. In fact, lam 
becoming somewhat tired of tripping Over my control box 
extension cord at least twice weekly. I'm sure half the people 
in town can relate to this. My scientific estimate is that at 
least 40 percent of the twisted knees in Wilmington can be 
attributed to GBCC. They must have some sort of deal with 
the Regional Health Center. 

"Your Finest Entertainment Value Today!" This is the 
slogan adopted be Greater Boston Cable, which appears in 
big, bold blue letters on the side of my monthly cable TV 
statement. I wonder if our dear friends at GBCC would care 
to put that slogan to a vote here in Wilmington. Unless they 
retained Freddie Marcos as a consultant, I doubt that they 
would carry a single precinct. 


meeting to limit the number of homes which can be built in a 
development. Members would like nothing better than to have 
our town fathers call a halt to further growth to allow for the 
development of a new master plan. 

This is an idea with merit, one that deserves every thoughtful 
citizen's support. 

Look around and you will discover that the reasons why 
many residents chose to settle in Wilmington in the first place 
are fast disappearing. Things like picturesque back roads free 
of traffic snarls and rush hour congestion. Things like forest 
and open space where our children can roam free and be at one 
with nature. Things like a small town atmosphere, clean water 
and air, carefully preserved schools with limited classroom 
size, and sufficient town services. 

When will we wake up? When will we realize that continued 
expansion is putting the cart before the horse? Before bringing 
new problems to Wilmington, we should address the ones we 
have. 

We should tell our town fathers we're in favor of controlled 
growth and not haphazard planning. We should tell our town 
fathers to take steps now -- before it’s too late -- to preserve 
what's left of our town for our children's sake and that of

New bridge needed 

Some residents of the Lake Street - South Street area have 
recently begun voicing objections to the building of a new 
railroad bridge on Lake Street. 2 

Some are new to the area and did not realize at the time 
they bought their homes that there was to be a new bridge. 
While this is lamentable, it is a matter between the buyer and 
the seller of the real estate, Caveat emptor still applies, and 
information on the bridge construction has been available 
for anyone diligent enough to research it. . 

There are many reasons why the construction of the bridge 
is of great importance to the area. 

Until the mid 1970's, there was an old wooden railroad 
bridge on Lake Street. On several occasions, it was set afire, 
and finally it was destroyed. State crews removed the 
remains of the burned out bridge. For a couple of years the 
bridge was closed, and the road dead-ended. 

Residents of the west end of Lake Street had a very 
difficult time. A gang of youths began using the dead-end 
street as a hang-out. Whenever a resident wanted to use the 
street, youths would stand in the road, blocking travel. When 
the police were called, they would simply cross the railroad 
tracks. The far side of the bridge became one of the farthest 
points in town from the fire station. The residents of the end 
of the street were, in a sense, cut off from public safety. 

Finally, Rep. Jim Miceli prevailed upon the Mass. Dept. of 
Public Works to install a temporary bridge. While the Bailey 
bridge is less than perfect, it served the purpose of reopening 
the street as soon as possible. At the time the bridge was 
installed, Rep. Miceli promised to work toward having the 
state build a new bridge. " 

The public sector is not noted for moving quickly, and it is 
now seven or eight years since the Bailey bridge was 
installed. Many people who endured the closing of the bridge 
are no longer living in the neighborhood. 

But finally, finally, the state is ready to build the new 
bridge. A public hearing was held more than a year ago, and 
plans were shown. 

Rep. Miceli has said he is very nervous about residents 
wanting to have plans changed at this time. He has said that 
opposition to the bridge at this time could kill the whole 
project. As he put it, the state has too many places wanting 
projects to have to go around forcing projects on towns that 
go against them. 

There can be arguments made that the bridge should be 
smaller, or that the road should be narrower. The state 
engineers, however, have certain standards from which they 
will not deviate. The bridge is a state project because 
railroad bridges are under state domain, but there also had to 
be federal approval of the plans. 

In other words, the town of Wilmington at this time has a 
choice. Accept the bridge as planned, or it will be a long, 
long wait. 

For the majority of residents of Wilmington, and 
Tewksbury as well, life with the bridge is better than life 
without it. 

Certainly the traffic is annoying. But traffic is a fact of 
life, and the residents of that neighborhood have to drive 
through other people's neighborhoods to get to their homes 
and jobs. 

As much as some people would like, it simply is not 
practical to go cutting off streets and making dead-ends out 
of through ways. Besides, reducing the number of through 
roads would increase the traffic on the remaining roads. 

It becomes a matter of competing interests, and the 
majority should rule. It is in the interest of the majority to 
build the bridge. = 

The town should accept the bridge, while the money is 
available to build it.

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_ Wilmington schools in 
pilot accreditation program

Wilmington is one of five New 
England towns chosen to par- 
ticipate in a pilot accreditation 
Program for its three elementary 
schools. 

While the N.E. Association for 
Schools and Colleges has conducted 
secondary school accreditations 
“for years,” according to Assistant 
Superintendent Henry Dembowski, 
this is the first time a branch of the 
association will focus on the 
* elementary level. 

Dembowski, who will be very 
involved in the one and a half year 
accreditation process, says Wil- 
mington was chosen because of 
"forward looking” and “guts” on 
the part of Superintendent Robert 
Horan who volunteered to be a part 
of the program. If the program is 
successful, Wilmington will serve 
as an example for other towns who 
may wish elementary accreditation 

The program will run from 


April, 1986 until June, 1987 and 
strive to improve school programs 
and delivery of services to Wil 
mington students. 

The accreditation will be carried 
out in three phases. Phase one will 
be a self-evaluation on the part of 
faculty members and is expected to 
last a year. This phase will look at 
all areas of each school, incluging 
school philosophy, relationship to 
the community, library service, 
teacher credentials, maintenance, 
and administration, The  self- 
evaluation will be carried out under 
the direction of one of three 
steering committees. 

Phase two is evaluation by a 
visitation team comprised of edu- 
cators from other communities. 
The visitation team will remain in 
Wilmington approximately four 
days to investigate the self-evalua- 
tion documents and make its own 
evaluation. 

Phase three is the follow-up

The Benjamin Buck house, 
Wildwood Steet, Wilmington, has 
new owners. Dennis and Sharon 
Hanson moved in about two weeks 
ago, coming from Burlington. 

He is a division controller for 
Computervision, in Bedford. She is 
an Assistant District Attorney for 
Middlesex County. Her office is in 
Lowell. The latest case she 
prosecuted was against Arthur 
Davis, He was found guilty of the 
murder of a 23 year old woman on 
March 25 

The couple believes they are 
going to enjoy their life in 
Wilmington. They have a good 
home in which to do that very 
thing 
_ The home into which they have 
moved dates back’ to about 1671, 
and is Wilmington’s oldest. In the 
summer of 1967 it was scheduled to 
be destroyed. The Board of 
Appeals had granted permission 

A series\ of stories about the 
house, by the person who is 
publisher of the Town Crier 
changed all that. Permission was 
revoked, the house remains, and 
over the years it has been renovated 
and restored 

William and Roger Buck came 
from England in 1635 and settled in 
Cambridge. Roger became, in later 
years, the public executioner, In 
1668 he was ordered to inflict 20 
lashes on an unfortunate culprit. It 
is not known whether or not the 
sentence was carried out. 

About 1671 the family moved to 
Woburn, Roger and Ephraim (born 
in Cambridge in 1646) were 
probably the men in the families 
who moved. If William was one, he 
would have been 86 years old 

Ephraim marriedJan. 1, 
Sarah Brooks of Woburn. 

The part of Woburn to whic 
they moved was called Goshen, 
after the land in northeastern Egypt 
where dwelled the Israelites. They 
build a home on a hill which 
overlooks Maple Meadow Brook, 
and is half a mile from the Ipswich 
River. The hill, for hundreds if nor 
thousands of years had been home 
to Aboriginal Indians, all of whom 
had died about 60 years before the

room, which dates back to 167 
one of the oldest rooms in Wilmington. 


_, Bucks came to the area. 


Below the hill were fields, still to 
be seen, in which the Indians 
cultivated squash and corn. On the 
hill, today, is the Wildwood School. 

The home they built still exists. It 
was long and narrow, facing to the 
south and housed two families. A 
chimney, in the middle was the 
dividing line. There was a fireplace 
downstairs in each part, being in 
the combination kitchen and living 
room. Upstairs, reached by 
ladders, were two bedrooms, one 
‘on each side of the chimney. 

There was an addition in 1745, to 
make the present home. 
Traditionally there were later 
additions, to the north. If that was 
so those additions have been 
destroyed. 

Throughout the United States are 
many Buck families. Many of them 
are descended from these two 
families, Roger and Ephraim. 

A Wilmington tradition says that 
Wilmington men from the Buck 
family served in every war in 
which the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay, or the United States took part, 
up until World War II. 

The writer has been unable to 
find any proof of such service in 
King Phillip’s War. 

In World War IIWilmington was 
represented by a Buck, but she was 
not a man. Mildred Buck served in 
the US. Army Air Force. 

Among those born in the Buck 
house was Jonathan, who during the 
American Revolution was Colonel 
Jonathan Buck of Bucksport 
(Maine). In some histories Jonathan 
was said to have been born in 
Haverhill, but he was born in 
Woburn, that part of Woburn 
which was called Goshen. His 
father moved to HaveThill when he 
was a small boy. 

It was Jonathan who founded 


what is now Bucksport, and who 


built the first vessel in that port in 
1770. His gravestone is still to be 
seen in Bucksport. It has a 
discoloration which 8s said to 
resemble a witch's boot. As a result 
there are some stories. Some of 
them, from time to time, are 
published for edification and 
gratification of the public. 

The Colonel's family was only 
one of many who left Wilmington 


in their private living 
it is believed, and is

to dwell elsewhere. In the very 
early days they went northerly, via 
what is now Woburn Street but 
which was in those days the 
Andover Road. 

In the US Civil War there were 
soldiers in blue and soldiers in 
gray, bearing the name of Buck. 
Southern regiments from South 
Carolina and Alabama had men 
named Buck, Northern segiments 
from Pennsylvania, Maine and 
Massachusetts also had men named 
Buck. All these men are said to 
have descended from Roger and 

hraim Buck. 

The old farmhouse on Buck's Hill 
was on about 140 acres. The Buck 
farm was on both sides of what is 
now Wildwood street, and both 
sides of what is now Woburn 
Street. What is now the Wolff 
home, on Woburn Street, was on 
Buck land. Both the Buck and the 
Eames family joined hands in the 
construction. Possibly the master 
carpenter was Benjamin Harnden. 
That is not certain. 

Daniel Eames, son of Samuel, was 
born down near the Ipswich River. 
His first wife was a Buck, and the 
couple lived in the home across the 
street in 1723, after it was built 
Lydia Eames, who possibly was an 
aunt to Daniel, was the mother of 
Jonathan Buck who became Colonel 
Buck of Bucksport. 

There are two items about the old 
Buck farmhouse which are seldom 
seen by other than those who live 
there. One is the “hop chute.” The 
other is the secret hiding place for 
money. 

From about 1790 to about 1822 
many Wilmington farms cultivated 
hops. Wilmington hops, used for 
the making of beer, were believed 
to be the best in this part of the 
United States. Wilmington farmers 
in those years earned about $22 
million from the growing of hops. 

Many farmers dried their hops in 
“hop kilns.” They had to be dried 
before being shipped to market, via 
the Middlesex Canal, 

Nathan Buck and his wife 
Elizabeth Thompson occupied the 
farmhouse about this time. The 
Buck family, instead of using a hop 
kiln, dried hops up in the attic. 

After the hops were properly 
dried they were packed in large 
bags. A chute was constructed, 
from the attic to the ground floor, 
in which the hops were lowered, 
easily. 

The Benjamin Buck house is 
believed to be the only one in the 
United States which has a hop 
chute. It was probably built by 
Nathan, but possibly his sons had a 
hand. Both Benjamin and Jonathan 
were two of the sons, born in the 
late 1790s. 

The secret hiding place for 
money may also have been made by 
Nathan Buck. It most certainly was 
used by his son Benjamin. It was 
Benjamin who inherited the 
farmhouse, while Jonathan built the 
home next door, now the home of 
John and Shirley Callan. 

No one outside the family knew 
of the secret hiding place for 
money. 

There were, in the Buck House, 
and in every early farmhouse, large 
hand hued beams of chestnut. Those 
beams were a part of the "main 
frame” which was planned and 
“raised” by such carpenters as 
Benjamin Hamden. 

It was probably Nathan, but 
possibly Benjamin who designed 
the box made of chestnut, and put 
up to look like a chestnut beam, in 
which to hide the Buck money, 
made from the sale of hops. Nathan 
lived until he was 86 years old, in 
1830. 

Benjamin Buck used that false 
beam for a lifetime, in which to 
hide money. He had a business of 
loaning money to the town of 
Wilmington, and, of course, getting 
interest as well as repayment. 
Benjamin would, as needed , loan a 
thousand or several thousand to the 
town treasurer. 

Imagine, for instance, a call from 
Samuel B. Nichols, treasurer of 
Wilmington during the Civil War. 


No taxes for the king 


Nathan Buck, who with his 
brother Ephraim discovered in 
August 1760 that a bear had been 
disturbing windrows of newly 
mown hay, had later a small but 
prominent part in the early days of 
the Revolution, insofar as the town 
of Wilmington was concerned. 

In 1774 he was one of two 


persons elected to be a Constable of 
Wilmington. Part of the duties of a 
constable was to pay to the 
treasurer of the colony part of the 
tax money collected in a town. 

On December 20, 1774, it was his 
duty to pay that money to His 
Majesty's treasurer. Instead 
Constable Nathan Buck paid that 
money to the treasurer of Wilming- 


ton, Capt. Timothy Walker. 
Walker, captain of the Trained 
Band (Militia) was a member of a 
well known Wilmington family. 

The Rev. Daniel Noyes of 
Wilmington, commenting many 
years later (1880) said that "The 
king of England had received his 
last copper from Wilmington.”

The secret hiding place was 
discovered about 18 years ago by 
the then owner, Frank Farrell. 
Frank was busy ‘scraping paint 
when the chestnut "beam" sort of 
collapsed, under the pressure of his 
hand. 

Nathan born in 1744, and his 
brother Ephraim had a part in the 
killing of the last bear in 
Wilmington, in August 1760. 

There were a number of men in 
the family who were named 
Ephraim. Nathan and Ephraim Jr., 
as he was later called discovered the 
bear, but it was their daddy 
Ephraim who killed it. The gun he 
used is still in Maine, with one of 
the Buck families. It was a "Queen 
Anne's Arm" (1706). 

The story is that Ephraim put two 
bullets in the gun. This led to a pun, 
by the Rev. Mr. Noyes of the 
Congregational Church in 1880 
that, although the bear was killed 
by two bullets, it was "by one Buck 
shot.” 

Bear Oak, where the bear was 
killed, was on the upstream side of 
Wildwood Street, about a dozen 
feet from the brook. The late

He not only loaned money to the 
town, and perhaps others, over the 
years. He also loaned money to the 
Congregational Church. 

One occasion was about 1855, the 
date is not certain. The church had 
decided a parsonage should be 
bought, for the use of the pastor. It 
bought a house built by the Bond 
family (bakers) at the corner of 
Wildwood Street and Middlesex 
Avenue, the same building that 
today is the church parsonage. 

The details are not certain, but it 
seems that after a while Benjamin 
forgave the debt. The parsonage 
became entirely the property of the 
church, 


Then, in 1876 there was a sudden 
tornado which blew off the church 
steeple. It was that event that 
suddenly made a lady named 
France Hiller (Mrs. Dr. Hiller) 
known to the people of 
Wilmington. 

France, whose husband, Dr. 
Henry Hiller was prosperous, had 
just built a nice home near 
Wilmington square. She now 
announced that she would pay for 
the erection of a new steeple, for 
the church, 

The new timbers were cut at 


Clapp's Mill, at the Burlington line. 
Members of the Carter family, and 
perhaps others teamed the timbers 
to the church and the steeple was 
erected. One can see names in that 
steeple, painted there over 100 
years ago. 

Benjamin Buck went to his secret 
hideaway and loaned the church the 
$5,000. It was about the last of the 
money that had been earned selling 
hops. He took a mortgage on the 


parsonage as surety. 

Then a few years later, he 
"forgave" the mortgage. It was the 
second time he had done so, or so it 
seems. 

Part of that last ownership of the 
parsonage, by Benjamin Buck, 
when he “forgave” the mortgage 
for the second time, was to insert a 
codicil that, if the Congregational 
Church ever teases using the 
building as a parsonage, it will gain 
revert to the Buck family, 

When he died in 1885 there was 
no money for the heirs. 

His heir was J. Henry Buck 
(Jonathan), a nephew's 
Henry lived there all his | 
in 1939, He was not to be de: 
as a prosperous man, 

After he died the farm was sold. 
It was the first time that ever 
happened, although parts had been 
sold from time to time. 

A deed for the land had to be 
drawn up before it could be sold, It 
was the first time, for much of the 
land. It had been in the hands of one 
family for 268 years. 


Arrowheads provide clues to dates 
of Indian settlements on Buck's Hill 


Buck's Hill is the place where the 
Wildwood School stands, in 
Wilmington. For over 200 years it 
was a part of the Buck farm, and 
Property of such men as Benjamin 
Buck. 

It was about 1609 that the Indians 
of the Boston area died, possibly of 
small pox, but possibly of other 
diseases acquired from the white 
men who were exploring the coast 
of New England. That, it can be 
guessed, was the date of the last 
Indians on Buck's Hill. 

It was a good place for the 
Aboriginal red men. The hill was 
above some level plains where they 
could cultivate corn. The brooks 
and the river furnished a supply of 
fish, particularly alewives and 


salmon. And, living ‘at a height 
above the water, there were fewer 
mosquitoes to bother the families 
while they were sleeping. 

For several hundred years Buck's 
Hill was a good place to search for 
arrowheads. Many a Wilmington 
youngster has been delighted to 
find one, in the family gardens 
around the area. The arrowheads 
and other artifacts are to be found 
when the ground is disturbed, as, 
for instance, after spring plowing. 

While the Wildwood School was 
being erected the writer searched 
the area nearly every evening. A 
collection was found which is in the 
Harden Tavern. 

Some were of white quartz, 
small, and triangular, Each side of 
the triangle was less than 3/4 of an 


inch. 

Years later William A. Ritchie, 
archaeologist from New York 
State, made a study of artifacts in 
the southwestern corner of 
Martha's Vineyard (1969). He 
found a lot of those little 
arrowheads, near a body of water 
called Squibnocket Pond. 

More of those arrowheads are to 
be found in various parts of New 
England. They were not uncom- 
mon in this area. 

Ritchie dated those arrowheads as 
being made at about 2200 BC, plus 
or-minus 140 years. he labeled 
them "Squibnocket Points.” 

In other words, it is quite possible 
that Indians were living on what is 
now Buck's Hill before the 
Christian era began.

Will Wilmington leave RMLD?

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington selectmen made their 
Town Meeting warrant official 
this week, laying the ground- 
work so that on April 26 the town 
can decide if it wants to form its 
own electric light department. 

If Town Meeting approves the 
article, Wilmington’s action 
could reduce RMLD's sales by 
nearly 60-percent. What's more, 
it would likely reduce the 
amount of earnings that RMLD 
shares with the town of Reading 
— estimated to be about $1.25 
million this year. 

In addition, the result of 
probable legal wranglings over 
what share of RMLD's debt is 
owned by Wilmington could 
leave Reading consumers 
holding the bill for the light 
department's involvement with 
the Seabrook nuclear plant. 
Depending on the final cost of 
Seabrook, that could be a bill of 
between $30 and $40 million, 

The selectmen's action comes 
as the state’s Department of 
Public Utilities continues its 
hearings into the rates and 
policies of RMLD. Scheduled to 
resume this week, the 
will be delayed until Monday 
because the RMLD attorney is 
ill 


‘The state hearings began 
after Wilmington and the 


Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce complained that 
RMLD's rates were biased in 
favor of Reading; that RMLD 
had halted in lieu of tax 
payments to the outlying towns; 
and that RMLD is in effect a 
monopoly that does not allow 
outlying towns representation 
on its board. 

Reading “Light Board 
Chairman John Crooker termed 
the Wilmington Town Meeting 
warrant article “ludicrous.” 

“They think it’s some kind of 
a bargaining tool,” Crooker 
said. “\ 

Crooker said that for 
Wilmington to develop its own 
system, the town would not only 
have to pay for RMLD's 
physical plant, valued at about 
$6 million, it would alsé have to 


pay to build a hookup similar to | 


Reading's Gaw substation to 
receive power from another 
source. He estimated that cost 
at between $8 million and $10 
million. 


Crooker added that there 
would be other costs associated 
with the sale such as severance 
pay for excess RMLD em- 
Ployees, the cost of Wilmington 
providing its own trucks, per- 
sonnel, and offices. 

Wilmington Town Manager 
Reginald “Buzz” Stapezynski_ 
says, however, that consultant 
studies commissioned by 
‘Wilmington show that the town 
could form its own light 
department and that it could 
supply power at a competitive 
cost. 

He cited the continued 
of the RMLD 


setting policies as the major 
reason for Wilmington’s at- 
tempt to pull out of the system. 

Speaking in a recent in- 
terview, Stapezynski said that 
Wilmington officials have no 
problem with the management 
at RMLD or the service the 
department delivers to its 
customers. 

But echoing the sentiments 
expressed by several 
Wilmington businessmen, 
Stapczynski pointed to the three 
light commissioners, saying, 
“We want out. We've had it with 
the board.”’ 

While Stapezynski would not 
rule out a reconciliation with 
RMLD, he said that Wilmington 
will press ahead with its plans, 
if approved by Town Meeting, 
and will seek action in the legis- 
lature aliowing the town to form 
its own light department. 

‘According to Stapczynski, 
RMLD, by law, must sell 
Wilmington its equipment at 
fair market value, and cannot 
prevent the town from pulling 
out of the system. 

But while state  stdtutes 
specifically allow the pullout, it 
will have to be decided if 
Wilmington’s' share of the 
system includes the price 
associated with power con- 
tracts, including the Seabrook 
debt. 


The town manager said Town 


Meeting action is the first step, 
an act of the legislature is the 
second step, and then it will be 
“see you in court."’ 

Stapezynski maintains that 
because Wilmington was never 
questioned about the Seabrook 
purchase and other power 
contracts, it is not responsible 
for decisions made by the 
RMLD commissioners. But, he 
admits, the question of financial 
responsibility will likely be 
resolved only through lengthy 
Litigation. * 

Stapzcynski said that if there 
were a complete change of 
Personalities on the Reading 
light board and it produced 
equitable treatment, talks could 
be possible between Reading 
and Wilmington.

The inclusion of Article 25 on the 
warrant, said Planning Board 
Chairman Tony Gentile, has led to 
a rash of preliminary plans being 
submitted to his board. 

Those who have land “are starting 
to hit the panic button," Gentile 
explained, referring to the attempt 
by Al Cuoco and other concerned 
residents to limit the number of 
homes which could be built in a 
subdivision, 

Cuoco maintained that "the bloat 
of subdivisions” is ruining the 
character of the town and affecting 
things like the town water supply. 

"I think what you're seeing is a 
backlash of development in town,” 
said Dennis Volpe, adding that if 
town boards enforced the rules, 
they wouldn't see this kind of 
article in the future. 

The article, however, is 
undergoing some change and may 
be amended from the town meeting 
floor. Rocco DePasquale suggested 
town counsel offer an opinion on 
what effect the article would have 
‘on zoning in the future. 

Article 26, which seeks to exclude 
hospitals and nursing homes from 
residential districts, drew some fire 
and raised some questions. 

Proponents of the article, in- 
cluding petitioner Sean O'Brien, 
said the article grew out of a 


decision by the Mediplex Group to 
locate a nursing home on Hillside 
Way. They felt such a use was 
inconsistent with the neighborhood 
and would increase traffic and 
other problems. 

Jonathan Truslow, development 
project manager for Mediplex, 
said, if passed, the article would 
affect plans underway to find an 
alternate site for the home in town. 
He also felt a residential district was 
preferable to a business district as 
patients look on a nursing home as 
they would their real homes. 

DePasquale questioned the 
article's effectiveness and was in 
favor of defending each nursing 
home proposal on its own merits 
through the town meeting process. 

Three other articles had to do

Article 27 would rezone 
approximately one-half acre 
formerly used for a flower and 
vegetable stand on the Woburn- 
Wilmington line to GI indus- trial 
zone. Attorney Joseph Courtney 
said there were no plans for that 
land at present, though one resident 
suggsted instead of conforming to 
GI it should conform to residential 
so the area wouldn't become 
another Rallardvale Sueet. 


Article 29 has been brought 
before voters on two prior 
occasions. It would rezone six and 
one-half acres on West Street near 
Suncrest Avenue from R20 to GI to 
have the whole parcel conform. 
Only one resident spoke out to 
object to the proximity of two 
buildings being built “very, very 
close" to her home. 

Article 30 would rezone 12 acres 
of land behind the Town Crier 
office to General Business. How- 
ever, nine of those acres are wet 
and may be donated to the town. 
Jim Cleary of Middlesex Avenue 
was concerned about possible 
encroachment into a residential 
area and more traffic problems on 
Route 62. 

The last article discussed was 
Article 19, submitted by the 
Planning Board.

The writer and Rene LaRivee 
made the trip by canoe in the early 
1950s. It wasn't last adventure. it 
was a planned trip of exploration.

Canoeing the Ipswich 


A river canoe trip offers a 
glimpse at wilderness surrounded 
by civilization. The Ipswich River 
passes through many large wetland 
areas, offering canoeists the 
opportunity to see wildlife and 
birds. 

The Ipswich River begins in Wil- 
mington, where Lubbers Brook 
joins Maple Meadow Brook, near 
Jenks Bridge on Woburn Street. 
Jenks Bridge is the farthest 
upstream point for good canoeing. 

‘Anyone planning to canoe the 
Ipswich should be aware of three 
dams on the river, requiring 
portaging. One is is South 
Middleton at the North Reading 
line. There is also the Willowdale 
Dam in Topsfield, just below the 
Bradley Palmer State Forest. The 
last dam is the Sylvania Dam, in 
Ipswich. 

Two groups will conduct or- 
ganized canoe trips on the Ipswich 
River this spring. The Ipswich is 
described as having some of the 
best flat water canoeing in the state, 
according to the Appalachian 
Mountain Club New England 
Canoeing Guide. The upstream 
areas, such as in Wilmington and 
North Reading, are sometimes 
blocked by trees. 

One series of five trips will cover 
the entire length of the river. 
Sponsored by the Ipswich River 
Watershed Association (IRWA), 
the canoe trips will be on Sundays, 
April 20, May 4, May 18, June 1 
and June 15. 

The first leg of the trip on April 
20 will begin at Jenks Bridge in 
Wilmington and take out at Central 
Street in North Reading. 

On May 4, the trip will go from 
Central Street to a point below the 
Middleton dam. 

The May 18 leg will run from 
Maple Street, Middleton to Salem 
Street, Topsfield. 

On June 1, canoeists will put in at 
Salem Street, Topsfield and take 
out at Asbury Street, beyond the 
Wenham Swamp. 

‘The final segment of the trip on 
June 18 will go from Asbury 


Street, Topsfield to the Ipswich 
Town Landing. 

Although the IRWA does not 
have canoes of its own for rent, it 
can direct people to places where 
canoes can be rented, 

Anyone interested in taking part 
should contact the IRWA at

The IRWA has published a 
canoeing map of the Ipswich River, 
available for $2.50 ($3.50 for a 
more water- resistant version) 
from the IRWA, 562 Maple St., 
Hathorne, MA 01937.

GIFT TAXES 
Give your child a doll or a bicycle, 
and there's not much to it. But when 
the gifts get bigger -- a car, stock, 
land, money -- it had better be in 
writing, and it may have to be 

reported to the tax authorities. 
Under federal laws, you can give 
away up to $10,000 a year to as many 
people as you like without filing a 
gift tax return. (In addition, you can 
pay unlimited amounts of tuition or 
medical expenses.) A married couple 
can give away as much as $20,000 to 
each person; they must file a gift tax 
m 709A), but no tax is 


due. 
There's no limit to how much you 
can give your spouse, under federal 
law, and usually no gift tax return 
need be filed. To give bigger gifts to 
other people, however, a gift tax 
return is required. No gift tax has to 
be paid, though, as long as the gift 
stays within your lifetime exemp+ 
tion of $500,000 ($600,000 starting 
next year) but this is linkedto the 
federal estate tax exemption. 

State gift tax laws may vary; check 
with your accountant.

But it also has even more 
practical benefits. 

It may mean the splitting of 
wood as winter fuel for a 
Winchester fireplace, the 
sharing of the high cost of digs 
in Reading by two confirmed 
bachelors, or the chance for a 
90-year-old in Wilmington to 
‘stay in his own house, a burden 
to noone. 

Home sharing, a means of 
helping elder citizens keep their 
homes and their independence 
— and in the process provide 
much-needed living space to 
others — is a relatively new 
idea in Massachusetts. 

And it started in Woburn, with 
a demonstration program 
which began in 1979 with “‘seed”” 
money provided by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts’ 
Department of Elder Affairs

True to his 
group’s itinerary’s claim of 
enjoying ‘...one of the most 
spectacular color displays in 
the Andes...,"" Mike Arsenault 
of Reading said, ‘Watching the 
sun rise at 18,400 was certainly 
a treat and a half.”

“The extra added surprise 


there on Cotopaxi,"’ he said, an 
inflection of controlled ex- 
citement in his voice, “‘is that it 
is the world’s highest, active 
volcano and you're looking right 
down the throat of a volcano, 
right down, straight down.”” 

Mt. Cotopaxi, situated in 
north central Ecuador, just 50 
miles south of the equator, rises 
gradually and steeply in’ some 
areas with classic, conical, 
volcano structure, to a height of 
19,342 feet. Slight wisps of 
steam constantly issue from the 
crater, which measures 2,625 
feet across and 985 feet deep 
Sulphorous gases are also 
emitted from this behemoth and 
leave the inner walls of the 
crater tinted yellow.

Most movies play it safe. 
Names and places are usually 
changed to protect the innocent, 
or the guilty, as the case may 
be. Not so with Salvador, as the 
filmmakers have taken the ugly 
facts and presented them as 
such, hitting political paydirt in 
the process. 

Peter Boyle, a womanizing, 
hard-drinking' photojournalist 
headed back to El Salvador in 
1980, where he planned on 
making a buck or two taking 
combat shots and generally 
surviving on the fringes of 
established journalism. Boyle 
had a young girlfriend in the 
country, the beaches were 
beautiful and the tequila cheap 
and plentiful. But in that 
volatile year, bullets were 
cheap and the death squads 
were also plentiful. The Sal- 
vadorians were, and still are, 
massacring each other each 
other, often with the help of U.S. 
weaponry. 

The facts are based on 
Boyle's memoirs, news clip- 
pings and subsequent reports 
from Amnesty International, 
American's Watch Committee 
and the American Civil 
Liberties Union. The movie 
attempts to explain the muddle 
that is South American politics 
without sparing the emotional 
and human aspect. In truth, one 
feels wrung out and limp from 
the extremeties of the situation, 
the complete Jack for human 
rights that both the Contras and 
the Sandinistas display. 

While decidely left-wing in 
flavor, writer Boyle and 
director/writer Oliver Stone do 
not mask the facts in favor of 
their opinions. Neither do they 
mask the fact .that this is a 
movie, as the acting is as 
superb as the horrifying visual 
images — the blood and

and Minuteman Home- Care 
Corporation of Lexington. 

No one needs to be told of the 
sky-rocketing cost of virtually 
any form of housing in eastern 
Massachusetts. Few, moreover, 
are unaware that senior citizens 
may need help to keep the 
homes they've lived in for 
years. 

But the help required need not 
be monumental. It may be 
financial, as rent, an assist in 
household chores — or merely 
the companionship to ease the 
killing effects of loneliness. 

Homesharing programs are 
not abundant in eastern Massa- 
chusetts, though they are 
springing up all over the nation, 
according to Laura Malakoff, 
homesharing coordinator for 
the Woburn Council of Social 
Concern. 

‘The Woburn Council (WCSC) 
is a vibrant, non-profit social 
agency begun in 1969 to improve 
the conditions of Woburn’s 
Hispanic community. It has 
grown in the past 17 years to a 
broad umbrella agency which 
provides a wide range of ser- 
vices enhancing the quality of 
life of children, youth, parents 
and elders., both within and 
well beyond the entire Woburn 
community 

Among these services, the 
home-sharing program is one of 
only four in the greater Boston 
area and perhaps only five in 
the state, according to 
Malakoff, a PhD. candidate who 
performs the crucial role of 
coordinating successful mat- 
ches between home-sharers and 
home-seekers. 

“The variety of people who 
walk through the door is 
amazing,” she said, explaining 
that her job requires both 
delicacy and tact, with the 
compatibility of a maten 
hinging on items seemingly as 
small as a person’s hobby, 
smoking, or pet preference. 

The matches cannot be in- 
stant, and not all are long-lived, 
Malakoff said, nor is home- 
sharing for everyone 

“I get applicants who are 
being evicted and in need of 
quick housing,” she said, “but 
this is not really appropriate for 
an emergency situation. It 
takes time, and careful assess- 
ment. Home sharing is one 
option and I often refer 
people to other available ser- 
vices and agencies." 

Malakoff’s field of expertise 
— her doctoral work in fact — 
centers on housing for elder 
persons, and how innovative 
programs get started. With the 
Woburn home-sharing, she is 
clearly both applying her 


knowledge and experience and 
deriving further expertise in 
one of the innovative elder- 
housing programs in existence 
today. 


Malakoff explained that onée 
she gets a call from a home- 
owner, she pays a visit to look at 
the house, and when she finds a 
home-seeker, and a match 
seems indicated, an intro- 
ductory meeting takes place. 

“‘T tell them to think about it 
carefully for a while, and 
usually suggest a week's trial of 
the arrangement." Only then, if 
it seems to work out, does she 
suggest the parties make a 
commitment. 


There are many different 
needs to be correlated, 
Malakoff said, in terms of 
location, and type of housing. 
“Some matches last a long 
time, some don’t. It may be a 
long-term solution, or only for a 
short-term basis; the home- 
sharer may find he or she needs 
more help than can be provided 
by a home-seeker, or the home- 
seeker may need a home for 
just a few months.”” 

The need may also be as 
simple as companionship, 
Malakoff added. ‘I meet a lot of 
people who spend their whole 
lives in their houses — but they 
would like to have someone 
come in in the evenings so they 
won't be by themselves."” 

The primary areas which 
Malakoff serves include 
Burlington, Wilmington, 
Winchester, Woburn, Arlington 
and Lexington, because most of 
her calls come from these 
communities, but she said she 
goes further for both home- 
sharer and home-seekers. 

The benefits of home-sharing 
may transcend the intergenera- 
tional, Malakoff said. a 90-year- 
old woman in Winchester, for 
example, currently provides 
housing for a couple from 
mainland China who are doc- 
toral candidates at nearby 
universities. In exchange for 
room and board, the students 
bring in the firewood and bring 
home the bacon, the woman's 
grocery shopping. They also 
prepare her lunch and cook 
dinner. 

Another intercultural match 
involves Edwin Cancel, director 
of Hispanic Services at WCSC, 
who found a home-sharer in 
Concord. “The concept is a 
wonderful idea,"’ Cancel said, 
“providing intergenerational 
exchange. But in my case, it 
involves two different ethnic 
groups as well — so it makes it 
even more interesting. We can 
offer each other different 
perspectives, both ethnically

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and linguistically — and we've 
been able to develop a relation- 
ship that is far more than one of 
just room mates.” 

The matching of minds and 
needs between, say, 20 and 80- 
year-olds usually involves the 
elder person's home with the 
younger person coming in. It 
could, conceivably, be the 
reverse, Malakoff said, though 
the younger age groups are less 
likely to need the help that the 
elders require. 

But the match may also be 
between elder contemporaries, 
she said. 

Malakoff cautioned that 
home-sharing is not something 
to be entered into lightly. It may 
not work out, she said, ‘‘because 
some people really like their 
privacy, and some need a little 
more care than home-sharing 
can provide. This is not in-

day, so 24-hour care is not 
likely. 

“T've also had a lot of women 


I've not yet found an older 
home-sharer who is interested 
in having a home-seeker with a 
child.” 

A transplanted Marylander 
with a B.A. degree from the 
University of Michigan and a 
Master's in Regional Planning 
from Cornell, Malakoff shares 
her own home, by the way — but 
not exactly with home-seekers, 

Her own home-sharers are 
her husband, and the couple's 
‘one-year-old son.

What is child abuse? It is a

deprovation (covertly), are 
detrimental to the healthy 
physical and emotional growth 
of a child. In Massachusetts 
alone, in the past 12 months, 
about 40,000 reports were filed 
to investigate alleged physical 
abuse of children by their 
caregivers, Such figures clearly 
attest to the widespread nature 
of child abuse. 

It is also commonly believed 
that child abuse, if it occurs, isa 
problem limited to the. lower 
classes of society. However, 
every study conducted to in- 
vestigate this problem has 
demonstrated that all forms of 
child abuse occur throughout all 
strata of society. In the towns of 
Reading, North Reading, Mel- 
rose, Wakefield and Stoneham, 
from October 1985 to April 1986, 
65 reports were filed concerning 
the physical abuse of children 
and 38 reports were filed con- 
cerning sexual abuse, 45 per- 
cent of which were substanti 
ated. 

A third myth is that it is ob- 
vious who would do something 
like this. Very simply, your 
average, regular parent would 
never abuse his or her own 
child. This is not, however, the 
case. It is well-documented 
that, on the surface, it is very 
difficult to differentiate adults 
who abuse their children and 
those who do not, Frequently, 
adults who physically and/or 
sexually abuse their children 
are well-respected in the 
community, work successfully, 


are charming and well-liked, / 


and may be active in com- 
munity affairs. 

Thus, child abuse is a com- 
mon phenomenon, occurring in 
all classes of society, and it is 
perpetuated by typically law- 
abiding, well-respected citi- 
zens. It is a very real problem 
and there are extremely serious 
ramifications for the victims, 
including fearfulness, anxiety, 
depression and mistrust of 
others — difficulties which can 
be carried into adulthood lead- 
ing to unsatisfying and unfulfill- 
ing lives. And let us not fail to 
mention the possible bruises, 
welts and broken bones. 

Due to the extent and severity 
of this problem, both locai, 
statewide and national efforts to 
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eradicate — or at a minimum, 
lessen — the

to protect children from abuse, 
in addition to making their 
testimony in a court of law less 
stressful and upsetting. Treat-

Pichincha, Mt. Cayambe and 
Mt. Chimborazo, help to make 
up a mountain chain that 
divides Ecuador, almost 
evenly, from the north to the 
south.

They've been 
twice in the Swiss Alps; once in 
the Austrian Alps, along the 
perimeter of Innsbruck. Since 
1975, they've made an annual 
excursion for a couple of weeks 
to Baxter State Park in Maine 
during the last two weeks before 
the park closes after the 
Columbus Day weekend. Their 
trip to Ecuador, however, found 
them preparing far in advance 
than they have for any of their 
previous trips. 

Besides having to be in good 
physical condition they needed 
the proper motivation.

Bill bicycles, lifts weights and 
eats nutritiously and watches 
his weight closely while Mike 
says, “When you do things like 
spend an entire weekend 
splitting wood you realize 
beforehand — that’s okay — it's 
not just getting this place 
heated up, it's getting me in that 
much better shape for the trip. 
So it’s little things like that you 
don't mind doing. 

“T think that when you men- 


tally get up, get ready for it the 
most, is when you have to get.

In addition to being im- 
munized from yellow fever, 
typhoid, polio and having to get 
a tetanus shot and being told to 
consider buying malaria pills, 
they had to do other mundane 
things like WORK and SAVE 
MONEY. Each having to spend 
over $2,700 for the entire trip 
required many sacrifices 
Knowing at least eight months 
ahead of time that they would 
need $1,060 for AAI, and $700 for 
airfare, they also needed to 
spend approximately $1,000 
apiece to upgrade their already 
sophisticated ensemble of 
equipment. They spent $200 for 
new pairs of boots for each and 
$300 each for one of the most 
versatile mountaineering packs 
on the market. Other assorted 
bits and pieces of equipment 
totalling another $500 or so was 
needed in order for them to be 
completely ready for their trip 
to what was truly, for them, a 
foreign environment.
